UNCONSCIOUS AT THE END 


There Had Been No Hope Since Early 
Morning—Mrs. Hanna Not with 
Him When Death Came. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Senator Marcus 
Alonzo Hanna died at 6:40 o'clock this 
evening at his apartments in the Arling- 
ton Hotel, after an illness extending over 
nearly two months, filled with apparent 
recoveries, foilowed by relapses, and finally 
drifting into typhoid fever, which in his 
weakened condition he was unable to with- 
stand.

A Ray of Hope. 


A ray of hope came to the family and 
friends when at 6 o’clock, after a saline in- 


jection had been given, Mr. Hanna rallied 
slightly, but the Senator was totally un- 
conscious and the physicians stated that his 
death might occur at any moment. 

At 9:30 A. M. Dr. Rixey left, and about 
half an hour later Dr. Osler went to Balti- 
more, leaving Futcher in charge of the 
patient. He continued the application of 
the heroic methods empéoyed in the strug- 
gle to prolong life. 

Shortly before noon a messenger came 
hurriedly from the private apartments, ask- 
ing for Mr. Dover. At 12:47 Mr. Dover 
came from the sick room and announced 
to the newspaper men that about fifteen 
minutes before the pulse could scarcely be 
The family was again sum- 
moned post haste to the bedside, as it was 
feared that only a minute or two of life 
remained. But Mr. Hanna rallied again 
with wonderful vitality. 

Heroic Measures, 


Dr. Carter, who was sleeping in a room 
near by, was cal‘ed and two tanks of oxy- 
gen were hurried into the room. This was 
followed by the administration of a saline 
solution. A pulse was then perceptible, but 
the action and respiration was regarded as 
Dr. Rixey joined the two phy- 
sicians at the bedside, and about 1 o’clock 
Dr. Osler returned from Baltimore and 
announced that he would remain. One of

The final sinking spell began at 6:30 
o'clock. Drs. Carter and Osler were then in 
attendance, and they did not conceal the 
fact that life was about to flicker and go 
All the members of the family were 
Mrs. McCormick, one of the Sen- 
ator’s daughters, and Miss Phelps were 
present when this was done. Mr. and Mrs. 
Dah Hanna were the first to arrive, and 
they withdrew immediately to call the Sen- 
ator’s wife to the bedside. While they were 


absent the Senator breathed his last. 
the meantime Mr. McCormick, Mr. and Mrs. 
Parsons and H. M. Hanna had entered the 
room. Mr. Dover stood at the door. 

There were no distressing scenes at- 
terding the last moments. The Senator 
died as a child goes to sleep. Just after his 
eyes closed in death Mrs. Hanna cafne into 
the room. She bore up well under the or- 
deal. and to-night is calm and self-con- 
trolled. 

The courage which had been displayed by 
Mrs. Hanna was the subject of much sur- 
prise. She had been in almost constant at- 
tendance on her husband, though realizing 
fully there was no hope for recovery. Nev- 
ertheless, the remonstrances of the phy- 
sicians and the pleas of her children that 
she take some rest were unavailing until 
Jate. in the afternoon, when she was at- 
tacked with a violent headache. She took 
a narcotic and then retired to her cham- 
ber. but insisted that a’call be sent as 
s00n as there appeared to be any change 
for the worse, 

Five minutes before death came Gen. 
Charles A. Dick came from the bedside 
with the announcement: “‘ He has only ‘a 
few minutes at the most.”’ That statement 
immediately prefaced the last official bul- 
letin, which was: 

The Final Announcement. 

“Senator Hanna sank gradually during

The President called at the Arlington at 
3 P. M. He was shown directly to the 
apartments of Senator Hanna, where he 
learned that the Senator was slowly sink- 
ing. The President said the Senator was 
evincing extraordinary vitality and that his 
fight against the great odds opposed to him 
was marvelous. 

Senators Scott, Kittredge, and Fairbanks 
remained in the Senator's office at the 
Arlington throughout the day, going away 
omy long enough to get their luncheon. 
The telephone in the office rang constantly 
during the day, inquiries coming from pub- 
lic officials all over the city and from the 
Capitol.

All Hope Gone. 

All through the rest of the afternoon the 
effort of the doctors was a fight for pro- 
longation of life without the faintest ray of 
hope. The watchers at the bedside expected 
the end momentarily. Shortly before 4 
o’clock Senator Scott of West Virginia, an 
associate of the stricken statesman on the 
Republican National Committee, was closet- 


; ed with Dr. Carter, the family physician, 


who told him that the Senator was then 
sinking gradually; that the end might come 
at any moment, but might be prolonged 
for two or three hours. 

The Senator passed the day practically 
without nourishment of any kind, being too 
weak to retain it. The household had be- 
come resigned to the inevitable outcome 
and sadly waited the final summons. The 
Senator’s secretary, when he left the sick 
room at 5:30 o'clock said there was then a 
perceptible decrease of strength over the 
hour before, and that life was fading very 
fast. The patient’s pulse was so faint that 
it could not be defected at all at the wrist, 
and the heart barely fluttered. 

“Shortly after 6 o'clock word came from 
the sick room that the sick man was 
Ten minutes later 
he died. 


Mr. Dover quietly passed out and down 


along the long corridor of the hotel to the 
waiting crowd of newspaper men. 

‘“‘The Senator died at 6:40,’ he announced, 
and in a moment the news was flashed 
throughout the world.

Senator Hanna‘s Lait Words. 


The last intelligible words spoken by 
Senator Hanna were pathetic in his attempt 
to maintain to the last the humor which 
was characteristic of his life. On yesterday 
morning h@ moved his head slightly, and 
his eyes rolled a little to the right and then 
to the left. The nurse anticipated his 
Want and, bending to the patient’s ear, 
asked if he was looking for his handker- 
chief. 

“I think my wife has my handkerchief,” 
the Senator whispered. 

Members of the family, eager for any 
sign of consciousness or recognition which 
the Senator might display were told of the 


‘remark, and they at once recognized it as 


one of his favorite rejoinders in good-na- 
tured teasing, in which Mr. and Mrs. Han- 
ma often indulged. It was the Senator’s 
custom when he missed any personal arti- 
cle, especially his handkerchief, to say: “I 
suppose my wife has it.’’ 

From the earliest hours of the morning 
Senator Hanna’s physicians had no hope of 
his recovery. After an anxious night, the 
patient's life at 7 o'clock this morning was 
hanging by a thread. His pulse was so 
feeble as to be hardly noticeable, and the 
members of his family had been since 4 
o'clock gathered at the bedside awaiting 
his death. 

All day yesterday and most of last night 
it was felt that the Senator’s condition had 
reached an acute stage and the family 
prepared themselves for the worst. Ex- 
hausted through ceaseless watching and 
waiting they retired late in the night, but 
at 4 o'clock this morning, after the Senator 
had had a sinking spell, which made it 
apparent that he was nearing his end, the

DR. CARTER’S STATEMENT. 


Says the Senator's Disease Was “ Very 
Virulent Typhoid Fever.” 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Dr. Edward 
Perkins Carter of Cleveland, one of the at- 
tending physicians, to-night made the fol- 
lowing statement regarding Mr. Hanna’s 
illness: 

“Senator Hanna died quietly at twenty 
minutes of 7 this evening after a most su- 
perb fight against a very virfllent attack of 
typhoid fever. The Senator had not been 
well for some wecks, but had been con- 
fined to his bed only during the past fif- 
teen days. 

“‘From the early course of the disease 
there was no evidence as to the intense 
severity of the infection, and the outlook 
at first seemed bright. Since Sunday, the 
7th, the progress of the fever became more 
marked, there being a gradual rise in the 
temperature from day to day, and by 
Wednesday the evidences of a severe toxic 
condition were such as to make the physi- 
oians in attendance anxious as to the ulti- 
mate outcome, though, counting upon Mr. 


Hanna's, indomitable will, they continued 
to be hopeful. 

“The early inability to retain nourish- 
ment was finally overcome, and the case 
seemed to be pregressing more favorably 
when on Friday last. in the afternoon the 
Senator had a severe chill, a most unusual 
occurrence in the course of typhoid fever. 
Following this his temperature rose rap- 
idly, reaching 105 that night, and the evi- 
dences of profound toxemia were marked. 

‘* During the last days of Senator Hanna’s 
illness he was able to retain the nourish- 
ment given and responded in a way little 
short of marvelous to every treatment 
which was resorted to, rallying promptly 
from a series of collapses which at inter- 
vals followed the chill of Friday. Saturday 
had been such a favorable day that his 
poyeitens took courage and even then 

oped for a favorable outcome. 

“The change ior the worse came early 
this morning and was followed by a grad- 
ual failure of his strength, which already 
had been overtaxed by the sevérity of the 
disease. His wonderful recuperative power 
was such that though the end had been 
expected at almost, any time during the 
early hours of age § morning, he clung 
tenaciously to ;ife until late this afternoon, 
when he succumbed.”

Fire caused by defective insulation of an 
electric light wire caused a small-sized 
panic last night at the Lexington Opera 
House, Fifty-eighth Street, between Third 
and Lexington Avenues, while the entertain- 
ment and recéption of the Anawanda Club 
was being held. ‘ 

As this club is the regular Tammany or- 
ganization in the Eighteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict, where Charles F. Murphy, the Tam- 
many Hall leader, also is district leader, 
and which for years has been the home dis- 
trict of Mayor George B. McClellan, the 
place was packed, and it was only by the 
prompt action of firemen who were present 
that the panic was quelled and the fire ex- 
tinguished before it had done more than 
damage some of the decorations. Both 
Mayor McClellan and Mr. Murphy were 
among the boxholders present, but were 
too far from the fire to take any part in 
putting it out. 

It was 9:30 o’clock when the fire started, 
and at that time the vaudeville entertain- 
ment was on and the place was packed to 
the doors with Tammany men from all over 
the city, city officials and their wives and 
families. The big hall was handsomely dec- 
orated, festoons of flowers and ferns and 
smilax hanging from the ceilings, while 
other flowers and smilax entwined the pil- 
lars. 

It was a defective wire among these dec- 
orations that set fire to some flags and 
draperies on one of the pillars near the 
rear of the hall and directly under one of 
the balcony boxes. As soon as the sput- 
tering flame was seen from the floor there 
was an attempt to rush for the doors, a 
number of women fainted in the crush, and 
it looked for a minute as though there 
would be a panic with serious consequences, 

Instantly Deputy Chief Thomas R. Lang- 
ford of the Fire Department, who was 
present in evening clothes, Jumped toward 
the pillar at the top of which the flame 
had started and from where it was rapidly 
eating its way along the draperies to the 
boxes. He shouted to those present to sit 
still and ordered the score or more of 
uniformed firemen present to keep the 
crowd under control. At Chief Langford’s 
side was his driver, James Welden, and 
he, too, called to the firemen to hold the 
crowd. 

Assistant Foreman Edward J. Levy of 
Engine 8 was the lieutenant in charge of 
the firemen at the entertainment, and he 
was beside Chief Langford when the datter 
reached the pillar where the trouble was, 
Levy ordered William J. Mulvey, a fireman 


‘attached to Engine 16 to mount the pillar 


and use an extinguisher.. Mulvey promptly 
shinned up the pole, but as soon as he 
reached the top and started to throw down 
the burning decorations he struck the wire ! 
from which the insulation had been burned ! 
away, and he received a shock that | 
him tumbling to the floor, again. 
Although painfully burned about the ! 
hands and face, and suffering severely from 
the electric shock, Mulvey again started up 
the pole, followed by Weldon, and the two 
managed with an extinguisher to put out ; 
the fire about the wire and to throw down 
the decorations which were on fire.

TRIED TWO HOLD-UPS. 


Highwayman with Revolver Got No 
Money and Was Captured. 


A highwayman with a revolver held up 
two men last night, one at a time. The 
first hold-up occurred about 9:30 clock, 
when Louis Schweirs left the store of 
Nevss Brothers at 171 Duane Street, where 
he works, locked the store door and started 
for home. He had not gone ten feet when 
a big man emerged from behind a post and 
pointing a revolver at his head commanded 
him to hold up his hands. Schweirs’s hands 
went up with a quick movement as he 
peered into the barrel of the weapon. 
Schweirs told him that he had no money 
and the man thereupon started off on a 
run toward Greenwich . Street, while 
Schweirs went to the Leonard Street Po- 
lice Station and told Capt. Sween2y 
about it. 

While he was telling his story, Frederick 
Vonder Heyde of 220 West One Hundred 
and Fourteenth Street came in and told of 
having been held up in a similar manner on 
Franklin Street, near Greenwich, by @ man 
answering the description Schweirs gave. 
Vonder Heyde showed he had had a tussle 
with the highwayman. He seized the re- 
volver the man pointed at him, and got a 
few cuts on his right hand, but the high- 
wayman made his escape. 

Capt. Sweeney sent out a description of 
the man to every policeman on post through 
the telephone boxes stationed throughout 
the precinct, and soon Policeman Jeremiah 
Lane brought in a man he had found walk- 
ing up Broadway. The prisoner was identi- 
fied by both complainants, and gave his 
name as John Murphy, thirty-two years 
old, homeless. He had a revolver in his 
pocket, fully loaded. Murphy told the Cap- 
tain that he wanted money. 

In his pocKets was found a piece of 
paper on which was written the following: 

“Man that is married to woman is of 
many days and full of trouble. In the 
morning he draws his salary. In the aven- 
ing, behold! it is all gone. It goeth, but he 
knoweth not whtre.”’ 


LOTHROP COMPANY ASSIGNS 


Boston’s Publishing House Embarrassed 
for Lack of Capital.

BOSTON, Feb. 15.—The Lothrop Publish- 
ing Company, 530 Atlantic Avenue, has as- 
signed to Fred Williams, a lawyer in the 
Tremont Building. No statement could be 
secured at the offices of the company this 
afternocn, but the liabilities are roughly 
estimated at $150,000. A definite statement 
will be ready for creditors in a few days. 
At this time of year it is said most pub- 
lishers have a considerable number of out- 
standing Accounts. 

Inability to secure capital is given as the 
main cause for the embarrassment. At the 
tinie of the failure of the Central National 
Bank the Lothrop Publishing Company was 
a large borrower from that instituticn, and 
the shifting of the credit to other banks 
caused difficulties. The company was in- 
corporated under the laws of Maine, with 
a capital of $125,000, after’a reorganization 
of te business conducted by another com- 
pany. H. E. Morrell is President of the 
corporation, 

The Lothrop Publishing Company has on 
hand a large line of new work, which may 
prove profitable providing money can be 
borrowed to carry it out. An effort will 
be made to bring about a satisfactory set- 
tlement with the creditors, so that the 
business may continue without interrup- 
tion. Creditors representing more than 
two-thirds of the total indebtedness of the 


firm have assented to the assignment. E. 
Fleming & Co., bookbinders, 
the largest creditors.

The Japanese and British Ministers 
at Sdul have assured the Korean Em- 
peror that there is no cause for alarm. 

United States Consul Miller, at Niu- 
Chwang, took under his protection Japa- 
nese refugees from Manchuria and pro- 
tested to the Rusian administrator 
against Russian cruelty to the women.

TOKIO, Feb. 13.—The Russian Vladivo- 
stok squadron is still in sight, cruising in 
the Sea of Japan. 

There is no fear that the Russians will 
intercept the Kasuga and the Nisshin or 
effect a junction with the Port Arthur 
squadron. The Russians possess no naval 
bases except those at Port Arthur and 
Viadivostok, and the latter may freeze up 
and bar the retreat of the squadron. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 15.—A dispatch 
has been received here from Viceroy Alex- 
jeff, dated Feb. 15, saying: 

“Capt. Reitzenstein, commander of the 
Russian cruiser division, telegraphs that 
his division destroyed a steamship in San- 
gari Straits. 

“A violent storm, accompanied by heavy 
snow, has been raging for three days, and 
nine degrees of frost have been registered. 
The enemy has not been encountered.”

During the night of Feb. 8 the Japanese 
landed 1,500 men at Che-mul-pho, and on 
the following morning three Japanese cruis- 
ers, four gunboats, and eight torpedo boat 
destroyers, under the command of Ad- 
miral Uriu, approached the harbor, but did 
not enter.. The Korietz and Variag were 
lying in the harbor. The Japanese Admiral 
gave them until noon to come out. Both 
All the 
shipping in the harbor was notified by Ad- 
miral Uriu to get out of the firing line. 

Shortly afterward the Variag and Korietz 
got un-ler way and‘steamed out of the har- 
The crew of the British cruiser Tal- 
bot cheered them as they went out to fight. 

When the Russians were four miles out 
the Japanese threw a shot across their 
bows, but they did not stop. The Japanese 
lay wetween the islands ten miles out, 
blocking the only entrance to the harbor.

SUCCESS OF MR. HAY’S PLAN. 


Paris Thinks It as Important as the 
Actual War Operations. 


PARIS, Feb. 15.—The Foreign Office to- 
day confirmed the announcements made in 
these dispatches on Saturday that Russia 
and France approve of the United States’ 
note on the subject of Chinese neutrality, 
with a reservation excluding Manchuria. 

The success of the American initiative 
to‘secure the neutralization of China and 
the limitation of the area of operations 
continues to absorb official and diplomatic 
attention, the results effected being con- 
sidered equal in importance to the actual 
War operations. It is said that the second 
American note and the Various replies will 
constitute an accord of the powers without 
signing a further agreement. 

The American officials here expect Rus- 
sia to issue a declaration similar to that 
of Japan, favoring the principles of the 
accord, but the French Foreign Office 
understands that Russia’s brief approval, 
already given, constitutes Russia’s re- 
gponse. 

The general view, including that of the 
American officials, is that the accord will 
proye of inestimable benefit in limiting 
the conflict strictly to Russia and Japan, 
thus keeping out Great Britain, France, 
China, and all other powers, and also cir- 
cumscribing the zone of the conflict. But 
this view is not universally accepted, cer- 
tain high quarters holding that Russia se- 
cures real benefits from the accord, by the 
indirect admission of the powers for the 
first time that Manchuria is to be treated 
differently from the rest of China. 

The American answer to this is that 
Manchuria is excluded from the accord 
Merely because actual war operations are 
proceeding there, but there is reason to be~ 
lieve that Russia attaches much impor- 
tance to the fact that the powers except 
Manchuria from the accord dealing with 
China. 

A question has arisen concerning the 
powers’ acceptance of the third clause of 
Japan's declaration relative to her recogni- 
tion of China’s neutrality. This clause ap- 
proves China’s neutrality, but adds that 
China shall be expected to maintain garri- 
sons at Shan-hai-Kwan and other strategic 
points. 

It is said that the European powers will 
not approve of this condition, as it would 
have the effect of requiring China to do 
garrison duty helpful to Japan and indi- 
rectly prejudicial to Russia. It is also 
claimed that the condition is contrary to the 
spirit of strict Chinese neutrality contem- 
plated by the American note. 


PEKING, Feb. 15.—The Government has 
addressed a circular to the foreign Minis- 
ters here recapitulating the neutrality 
edicts. 

The document points out that the Gov- 
ernment cannot assume responsibility for 
maintaining the neutrality of territory still 
under control of foreign powers. 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—Answering a question 
in the House of Commons yesterday as to 
whether the British Government was tak- 
ing steps to secure an arrangement for the 
neutralization of Niu-Chwang during the 
war, the Foreign Under Secretary, Earl 
Percy, replied that the Government did not 
consider it to be practicable to neutralize 
any territory in the actual occupation of 
either of the belligerents.

JAPANESE REFUGEES 


Protests Against the Cruelty of 
Russians to Women. 


Russians Commandeering Supplies at 
Niu-Chwang—Only Thirty Japanese

NIU-CHWANG, Feb. 14.—About fifty 
Japanese men on their way to Tien-Tsin 
were arrested at Tai-Hih-Chou on Friday, 
with their women, and arrived here in cus- 
tody. The American Consul, Henry B. Mil- 
ler, procured the release of the women, but 
Viceroy Alexieff ordered their rearrest and 
transportation to Port Arthur, together 
with all the Japanese in Manchuria. 

Mr. Miller based his action on assurances 
the Russians gave the Japanese Consul that 
all Japanese subjects would be protected 
and permitted to leave when they desired. 

There are numerous Japanese complaints 
of Russian ill-treatment. It is said that 
400 Japanese refugees, from Harbin and 
elsewhere, who arrived at Mukden Feb. 10, 
were arrested and that many of them were 
severely beaten and detained until they 
purchased their release. When they were 
liberated the Japanese were sent in open 
trucks to Tai-Hih-Chou, where they were 
again maltreated and sent on to Port Ar- 
thur. Some of their women were sent to 
Niu-Chwang. Consul Miller took the wo- 
inen under his protection and sent them to 
Shan-Hai-Kwan. 

The Consul protested to the Civil Admin- 
istrator against the cruel treatment of the 
Japanese refugees by Russian soldiers and 
requested a census of all Japanese trans- 
ported to Port Arthur. The Consul himself 
was menaced by a Cossack without provo- 
cation, and the officer commanding at Niu- 
Chwang expressed his regrets and promised 
to severely punish the Cossack. The Civil 
Administrator promised to afford better 
protection to the refugees. 

The foreign missions at Mukden, appre- 
hending a Chinese outbreak, are sending 
the missionaries with families away. 

There are about 2,000 Russian troops now 
at Niu-Chwang.

The Rus- 
sian residents of Niu-Chwang, fearing that 
the army will be unable to protect them 
and their property, are depositing their 
treasure under the jurisdiction of foreign 
flags. 

In consequence of the attack by the Jap- 
anese upon Port Arthur, Viceroy Alexieff 
has ordered all foreigners and civilians to 
leave that place. The families of the Rus- 
sian officers in Manchuria are being sent 
te Russia and this is causing great pressure 
upon the railway. Dalny was the first 
place to be deserted. These non-combatants 
and civilians have abandoned all their prop- 
erty at Port Arthur and Dalny. 

CHE-FOO, Feb. 15.—The steamship Wen- 
chow, arriving from Port Arthur, had 400 
Japanese refugees on board, and there was 
an exciting time during the battle of 
Wednesday, as shéfs Yell around fhe Wen- 
chow. After several orders were given her 
to leave port and as often revoked, she was 
ailowed to sail Feb. 14. The Russian au- 
thorities supplied her Japanese passengers 
with rice, but paid no attention to a signal 
for a fresh supply of water. It is stated 
that the European residenis of Port Arthur 
have been reassured, but that the Chinese 
are making frantic efforts to get away. 
Reports of Russian victorfes are, it is said, 
being circulated to buoy up the hopes of the 
residents. 

The Captein of the Wenchow reports that 
he was held at Port Arthur until all the 
Japanese in the vicinity were gathered and 
placec abpard. Japanese were brought from 
points as far away as Harbin. A few Jap- 
anese are left in Manchuria. The refugees 
left their homes and stores, in many cases 
losing thousands of dollars. 

Several Japanese have been arrested on 
the charge of having in their possession 
maps and charts. 


SEOUL, Feb. 10.—(Delayed in transmis- 
sion)—The Russian Consul at Che-mul-pho 
is now guarded by Japanese troops. To-day 
all the other Russians in the city have been 
ordered into one large house, where they 
wil! be detdined, awaiting action of the 
authorities as to their disposal. .The Rus- 
sian Minister aft Séul has been requested by 
the Japanese Minister, through a neutral 
legation, to withdraw, and he has consent- 
ed to do so. He will probably leave Séul 
to-morrow. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Mr. Takahira, 
the Japanese Minister, called upon Secre- 
tary Hay to-day, and it is understood that 
the reported detention of about 100 Jap- 
anese subjects in Port Arthur was under 
discussion. There seems to be lack of pos- 
itive information on this subject, and until 
the facts are known the State Department 
is inclined to go slow in making representa- 
tions to Russia. It is bound to do so, how- 
ever, if Japan formally requests it, as the 
department has undertaken to represent 
Japan so far as the interests of Japanese 
subjects in Russia are concerned. 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 15.—A torchlight pro- 
cession in honor of the Japanese triumphs 
was called for Wednesday evening at 
Nagasaki, where there is a large colony of 
Russians.. When the Japanese began to 
assemble with lanterns the police inter- 
vened and dispersed the crowd without the 
eecurrence of disorder. : 

The Russians in Japan are not terrified 
by the situation, but nevertheless, acting on 
the advice of their Consuls, they have be- 
gun a general exodus. 


BARON DE ROSEN’S DEPARTURE. 


Mikado Sent Gifts to Popular Russian 
Minister at Tokio.

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OFFER MONEY TO JAPAN. 
Many Americans Would Contribute to 


War Fund. 


TOKIO, Feb. 14.—Kogoro Takahira, the 
Japanese Minidter at Washington, has of- 
ficially advised. his Government that he is 
receiving numerous offers of large contri- 
butions to the war fund from Americans, 
and requests instructions as to the policy 
of the Government in the matter. 

It is considered probable that Japan will 
refuse to accept this proffered aid, while 
stating that the Government is deeply grati- 
fied at this and other expressions of Amer- 
ican sympathy. 

The Cabinet will consider the question 
and formally instruct Minister Takahira 
shortly. Many applications for permission 
to enlist In the Japanese army and navy 
are coming from various parts of the world. 
Some of those anxious to fight for Japan 
have applied personally to the military au- 
thorities here, Among this number is in- 
cluded a Turkish officer. All of these ap- 
plications have been politely but firmly re- 
fused. No foreigners will be allowed to 
participate in the military or naval opera- 
tions of Japan except as spectators. 

At a meeting of the bankers, newspaper 
proprietors, and commercial men held in 
Tokio to-day it was resolved to support the 
Government, irrespective of party lines, so 
as to prevent domestic affairs from inter- 
fering with the prosecution of the war. 
Those present at the meeting approved the 
proposed plan of curtailing the domestic 
administrative expenses and applying the 
amount thus saved to the war fund. 

It was decided also to devise a plan for 
the relief of disabled soldiers and sailors, 
The meeting agreed to send a letter of con- 
gratulation to Vice Admiral Togo. 

Subscriptions have been opened for the 
first 100,000,000 yen war bonds. The sub- 
scriptions will close March 10. It is an- 
ticipated that the issue will be oversub- 
scribed many times. The country evidently 
is preparing for a long war, and seems 
capable of sustaining itself financially for 
at least two years. She possesses vast 
military and naval stores and excellent 
home credit. Her soldiers and sailors are 
ready to give their services free if neces- 
sary. 


SUNK BY MISTAKE. 


Three Russian Torpedo Boats Reported 
Destroyed by Forts. 
CHE-FOO, Feb. 15.—A reliable au- 
thority says that three Russian torpedo 
boats have been sunk by shells from the 
guns of the forts. 
They were mistaken for Japanese ves- 
sels. 


RUSSIAN LOSS AT PORT ARTHUR. 


It Was Apparently Considerably 


Greater Than at First Reported.

LONDON, Feb. 16.—Telegraphing on 
Feb. 12, the Tokio correspondent of The 
Times quotes from the official report of 
the battle of Port Arthur. 

The Japanese ships suffered no serious 


injury and their fighting strength is un- 
impaired. Some injury was done to the 
armored cruiser Iwate, but her hull was 
untouched. The armored cruiser Ya- 
kumo was struck once. 

The total casualties were four killed 
and fifty-four wounded. 

Torpedo boat destroyers began the at- 
tack on the night of Feb. 8, and torpe- 
doed three vessels. The next day the 
main squadron attacked, and in one 
hour disabled four vessels, including one 
ironclad. The Russian squadron then 
entered the harbor. 


By The Associated Press. 

CHE-FOO, Feb. 15.—The steamer Wen- 
Chow, arriving from Port Arthur, reports 
that eleven Russian ships were struck in 
the engagement last Monday and Tuesday. 

It is stated that the cruiser Askold, with 
a big hole at the water line, has been towed 
into the inner basin and beached. 

The battleship Sevastopol has a shell hole 
just above the water line, and is useless in 
rough weather. 

The cruiser Novik has a hole in her after- 
port side. 

The battleship Retvizan is on the beach 
with a bole in her bottom. 

The cruiser Pallada was torpedoed abaft 
the engine room, 

The battleship Cesarevitch, which also 
was torpedoes, has been docked. 

The whole fleet has been taken into the 
inner harbor, and Port Arthur is depend- 
ing for protection on the forts, which have 
been reinforced. There is frequent firing, 
which is presumably drawn by Japanese 
torpedo boats. 

It is undérstood that Admiral Stark has 
been reduced for his failure to repulse the 
Japanese attack. 

The cruiser Novik was the only vessel to 
do effective work. She gave chase to the 
Japanese torpedo boats, and, according to 
the Russian account, sank two and capt- 
ured one. ; 

It is apparent that the Russians have for 
the present decided not to use their fleet, 
but to depend on the land forces. Eleven 
ships will, it is stated, have to be repaired 
before they can take the aggressive at sea. 


NIU-CHWANG, Feb. 14.—Independont 
naval officers say the Cesarevitch, Ret- 
vizan, Pallada, and Novik, damaged in the 
first naval battle off Port Arthur, cannot 
be repaired in time to decide the command 
of the sea. They also say the Russian land 
forces are demoralized. 

The officers of the Russian gunboat 
Bivoatch, at Niu-Chwang, declare they are 
prepared to blow up their vessel in case of 
darger. They are employing a searchlight 
all night long over the surrounding plains. 

The constant telegraphic interruptions 
threaten to complete the isolation of the 
war zone, except by dispatch boats. 

Viceroy Alexieff. has forbidden all ships 
to enter any of the ports of the Liao-Tung 
Peninsula. It is understood that his object 
is to carry out the defenses of the harbors, 
which hitherto have been neglected. For- 
eigners are not permitted to move without 


military permits. 


YING-KOW, Feb. 11.—The Russians free- 
ly admit that their unpreparedness for the 
Japanese attack at Port Arthur was a ter- 
rible blunder. Only half the ships were in 
line of battle and their officers were ashore 
celebrating the anniversary of Viceroy 
Alexieff’s birth. 

A stirring episode was the re-entrance 
into the harbor of the warships Cesare- 
vitch and Novik after the fight. They came 
in under their own steam, with bands play- 
ing and men cheering. 


WANTS FRENGH ALLIANCE 
WITH RUSSIA DENOUNCED 


M. Jaures, the Socialist Leader, 
Condemns It. 


His Party Holds the Balance of Power 
in Parliament and His Opinion Is 
Regarded as Most Important. 


PARIS, Feb. 15.—M. Jaurés, leader of the 
Socialist Party, which holds the balance 
of power in Parliament, and until recently 
Vice President of the Chamber, has made 
a declaration contemplating the immediate 
denunciation of the Franco-Russian alli- 
ance, which has attracted a great deal of 
attention in diplomatic circles. 

The declaration was made at St. Etienne, 
where the Socialist Congress is sitting. Ac- 
cording to the St. Etienne Tribune, the So- 
clalist organ’ in that city, M. Jaurés said: 

“Elapsed years, past events, and experi- 
ence have demonstrated that Germany, 
from which aggression was to be expected, 
does not wish for war. Experience shows 
then that the alliance with Russia, which 
was directed, above all, first against Ger- 
many, has lost the reasons for its exist- 
ence.”’ 

According to the Petite République, (of 
Paris,) a Socialist paper, M. Jaurés said: 

“Do nothing which will provoke Japan 
and nothing which will provoke England, 
and then denounce the alliance that has 
become dangerous. Let us defend our- 
selves.” 

French politicians recognize that there is 
considerable difference between the St. 
Etienne Tribune’s report and that of the 
Petite République. But, whatever were M. 
Jaurés’s exact words, his condemnation of 
the Franco-Russian alliance will have:a de- 
cided bearing should France be placed in 
the position of having to decide whether or 
not to support Russia. 


ITO THANKS AMERICA, 


Grateful for Sympathy—Says Japan Had 
to Go to War. 


TOKIO, Feb. 14.—Marquis Ito to-day gave 
the Associated Press a written expression 
of his sentiments toward the American péo- 
ple as follows: 

“It is with profound satisfaction that I 
see sO many symptoms of spontaneous sym- 
pathy with which the free thinking people 
of your great Nation seem to watch the 
present crisis 

“In my opinion it was evident that Rus- 
sia's high-handed expansion toward the 
hegemony of the East, combined with her 
recent strenuous military efforts here- 
about, was becoming a daily menace to our 
future safety and peaceful existence. 

“Either to enter into a cordial and dur- 
able understanding with her, clearly defin- 
ing and mutually recognizing the respect- 
ive spheres of interesé, and binding her 
thereby to a certain amount of self-re- 
straint in the future, or else to have re- 
course to measures for safeguarding our 
future independence ere it was too late, was 
the drastic dilemma from which we could 
hot longer escape. 

“We have tried our best to obtain our 
object by the first alternative, and we have 
sacrificed much energy and time and many 
opportunities for the sake of peace. Hav- 
ing failed, however, there remains no other 


way for us but to stand up in defense of 
our own future safety and our own future 
undisturbed enjoyment of the fruits of 
peace and civilization. 

“‘No trace of race prejudice, no smack of 
revenge, of chauvinism, nothing but the 
cool reason of state necessity and of self- 
preservation influenced Japan’s action. 

“The rest I leave to the impartial judg- 
ment of civilized nations, which, in the 
course of their past history, must have had 
many experiences of noble struggles in de- 
fense of the honor and safety of their 
countries. 

“I take this opportunity of. expressin 
my thanks once more for all the cordia 
ag eet shown me during my sojourn 
in America.” : 


RUSH ORDERS FOR THE !OWA. 


Rumors That Battleship Is to be Sent 
to the Far East. 


Hurry orders received at the navy yard 
in Brooklyn from Washington late yester- 
day afternoon were followed by a swift 
spread of rumors among the sailors and 
marines there to the effect that ‘the first- 
elass battleship Iowa and a big detachment 
of marines were to be sent without delay 
to the Far East. ‘ 

When two of the eight-inch guns of the 
Iowa burst recently, she was ordered to 
Brooklyn to have them replaced. The in- 
tention was, it is said, to replace the dam- 
aged guns with two new ones from Wash- 
ington. The order received yesterday after- 
noon, however, directed that the broken 
guns be replaced with two of similar calibre 
to be taken from the battleship Indiana. 
That order was regarded by the men at the 
yard as rather extraordinary. 

It was admitted by officials of the yard 
that an order had been received to remove 
two guns from the Indiana and place them 
on the Iowa. eS had no knowledge, how- 
ever, that the ship was to be.sent to the 
Far East. So far as they knew, the lowa 
would join the North Atlantic Squadron in 
West Indian waters. be. 

It was also admitted that the department 
had ordered a detachment of ninefy-six ma- 
rines to be put in readiness to. leave the 
yard, Ss to form part of a battalion 
to be sent to the Philippines. 


KOREAN MINISTER DEPARTS. 


Minhai Cho Has Been Transferred 
from Washington to Tokio. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Korean 
Minister, Minhui Cho, and three of his 
Secretaries left Washington to-day for 
San Francisco, from which port they will 
sail for Japan on Feb. 27. Minhui Cho is 
transferred .by his Government to the now 
imporiant post at Tokio, because of the 
great interest that attaches to that mission 
at this time. From Japan the three Secre- 
taries will go home to Korea, and are not 
expected to return to this country. 

The Korean Legation is now in charge of 
Teh Moo Sin, the Second Secretary. Mr. 
Sin said to-day that he expected the new 
Minister, Yun Heun, to arrive in this coun- 
try in about a month. The new Minister 
has served as a member of the Korean 


Cabinet, but has never been abroad. Wash- 
ington will be his first diplomatic service. 


MORLEY’S AMENDMENT LOST. 


British Parliament Defeats Censure of 
Government’s Fiscal Policy. 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—By a majority of 
51 the House of Commons last night de- 
feated John Morley’s amendment to the 
address in reply to the speech from the 
throne censuring the Government’s fiscal 
policy. There were 327 votes against the 
amendment and 276 in favor of it, 

The text of the amendment is as follows: 

It is our duty, however humbly, to present to 
your Majesty that our effective deliberation on 
financial ces is impaired by conflicting 
declarations from your esty’s Ministers. We 
respectfully submit the ju ent of this House 
that the removal of protective duties has, for 
more than half a century, actively conduced to 
the vast extension of the trade and commerce 
of the realm and the welfare of the population, 
and this House believes that while the needs 
for improvement are still manifold and 
urgent, any return to protective duties, 
more particularly when imposed upon the food 
of the people, would be deeply | 
national strength, contentment, and well being. 

This defeat of the amendment was a fore- 
gone conclusion. The Opposition did not 
entertain any idea that it would be possi- 


ble to oust the Conservatives. The division 
took the form of a vote of want of confi- 
dence in the Gov et which impelled 
many Unionists, who totally aishgree with 
the idea of protection, to vote to keep Pre- 
mier Balfour in power. A general election 
is now expected in the Autumn.

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HOME RULE CONFERENCE 


Republican State Leaders Meet at 
Gov. Odell’s Invitation. 


Committee to be Named to Investigate 
Subject and Report Findings to 
Subsequent Gathering. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 15.—After a session of 
three hours the conference of Republican 


‘leaders, called by Gov. Odell to meet to-day 


in the Executive Chamber for the purpose 
of considering the advisability of granting 
a larger measure of home rule to the cities 
of the State, adopted the following resolu- 
tion: + 

“* Resolved, That a committee be appoint- 
ed by the Chairman of the conference to 
investigate the question of how far under 
the charters or other laws governing the 
affairs of the municipalities of this State 
such municipalities are deprived of home 
rule, and that such committee report its 
action with recommendations to an ad- 
journed meeting of this conference.” 

The conference began at 4 o'clock and 
ended: at 7 o’tlock. Upon motion of Gov. 
Odell, Col, George W. Dunn, the Chairman 
of the Republican State Committee, was 
named as Chairman. After the adjourn- 
ment Col. Dunn said he was not prepared 
to say when he would announce the com- 
mittee. It will be made up from those 
who attended the conference, and its report 
will be made sufficiently in advance of the 
adjournment of the Legislature to allow 
plenty of time for whatever legislative 
action may be recommended. 

Gov. Odell expressed himself as well 
pleased with the result of the conference. 

Chairman Murray of the New York Coun- 
ty Republicans and William Halpin, the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the New York County Republican Commif® 
tee, were jubiliant to-night over the out- 
come.: They expressed their complete con- 
fidérice that action was now in sight which 
vould dissipat2 the impression which they 
gay is prevelant in New York City and ex- 
tremely prejudicial to’ the success of the 
county Republican organization, that the 
£Etate Republican organization has an un- 
friendly disposition toward New York City. 

As the home voters regard it, the Re- 
publican State organization, by the action 
of its leaders to-day, has now placed itself 
in a defensive position. Either it will have 
to grant a reasonable measure of home 
rule to New York City or else it will have 
to justify its refusal to do so and take 
upon itself the full responsibility for its 
denial of the appeal, whicn has been made. 
This is exactly the tactical advantage 
which the Governor and the leaders of the 
New York County organization were anx- 
ious to achieve, and the outcome of the 
conference, it is claimed, indicates their 
complete success. 

The conference was one of the most repre- 
sentative which has been held under th» 
auspices of either the Governor on Senatur 
Platt since Gov. Odell has been in the ex- 
ecutive chair. Almost every Republican 
leader of any importance in the State was 
invited, and all who were invited were pres- 
ent with the exception of Senator Brackett 
of- Saratoga, who was prevented from at- 
tending by the fact that his district con- 
vention was in session to-day. 

When Col... Dunn had been named as 
Chairman Gov. Odell made a brief state- 
ment as to his reason for calling the con- 
ference. He said he regarded it not only 


as a duty of the Republican Administra- 
tion, but as wise political action to give 
best thought to the solution of the vex- 
ing problems which for years had played 
such an important part in the politics of 
New York City, and which would continue 
to do so as 7 as they were allowed to 
remain unsettled. 

Chairman Murray and Executive Chair- 
man Halpin then addressed the conference 
at length. 

A reasonable solution of that question by 
the Legislature, Mr. Halpin said, would 
mean 20,000 votes to the Republican organ- 
ization’ in New York County. To the sug- 
gestion that an increased measure of home 
rule for New York would be dangerous Mr. 
Halpin said that it would be dangerous to 
Tasmeey supremacy, and that was a dan- 
ger which ought not to alarm the Repub- 
lican organization. It was only by putting 
the responsibility for all purely local mat- 
ters squarely up to Tammany, he said, 
that Tammany could either be compelled 
to be good or to court its own destruction.

tional railroad be constructed and under 
the supervision of the authorities, upon 
which any railroad company might operate 
trains. Such a road, properly equipped; he 
declared, would supply a very great want, 
and would prevent the absorption of local 
lines into the great systems, for as soon as 
they reached the main line they would 
have use of the public way to the great 
markets. His address was, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

“ According to the recognized principle 
of political economy the price that our str« 
plus products bring when sold abroad, less 
freight, fixes the price of the whole prod- 
uct at home. For instance, tne price of 
wheat in the foreign markets is set by 
competition of all wheat-producing coun- 
tries. The price of our wheat in the West 
would be the foreign price less the freight... 
If this great combination can set the price 
of freight, they effectively fix tne price of 
wheat in the hands of our farmers, from 
which there would be no appeal: What is 
true of’ wheat is equally true of any other ° 
great product. This is a power that cannot 


be permitted to rest in the hands of any 
combination of men. 

“Why, if it is legitimate for the Govern« 
ment to construct a waterway through land 
in aid of commerce, through which on | citi« 
zen or company can upon paying toll and 
complying with strict regulations, convey 
his or its boats or barges, is it not 
just as legitimate and feasible for it to 
construct a steel way over land, upon which 
any railroad company, new or old, any-core 
poration or private individual can convey 
a car or train of cars to the desired mar- 
ket?”’

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SENATOR HANNA'S CAREER 


Won His Way Up from a Grocery 
Store Clerkship. 


Capacity in Business Affairs—His Tri- 
umph in Ohio and Misunderstanding 
with President Roosevelt. 


Marcus A> Hanna represented a high 
type of American citizenship. It is not 
meant that he was typical of the average 
of .American citizens; rather typical of 
citizenship possibilities in America. A re- 
markable career of unbroken successes, yet 
his was a career such as any American 
young man possessed of sterling qualities 
and a will to work might aspire to. For 
Hanna had no advantages over millions 
of other American youths except such as 
were inherent in him—industry, an unusual 
capacity for work, and a sound, practical 
sense. 


From a clerkship in a grocery store, he’ 


rose through successive stages of per- 
sonal achievement to the command of great 
wealth, to the leadership of his party, and 
to be a Senator of the United States. Un- 
doubtedly he was one of the most command- 
ing figures in the politics of his day, and the 
Presidency itself, it may be, was within his 
grasp had he but reached for it. Perhaps 
no other man ever turned an unheeding ear 
to such widespread expression of desire 


that he sanction efforts to make him the 
Presidential nominee of a dominant po- 
litical party. 

The town of New Lisbon, in Columbiana 
County, Ohio, was the scene of Senator 

anna’s birth, and the date was Sept. 24, 

$37, making him at the time ot his death 
in his sixty-seventh year. His father was 
a country merchant, and his father’s father 
had been a pioneer in the settlement of the 
Northwest ‘Territory, having~ emigrated 
thither from Virginia at a time when the 
region beyond the Alleghanies was an al- 
most trackless wilderness. 

Tho intermingling of Knglish, Scotch, and 
Irish blood in the Hanna stock made for 
success in worldly aftairs. ‘to the genera- 
tions of the pioneer and the pioneer’s son 
great wealth did not come, but they were 
)}rosperous in reiation to their time und en- 
vironment, succeeding a littie better, prob- 
ably, than the average of their neignbors. 

Marcus A. Hanna did not feel tne pinch 
ot poverty, nov did wealth emasculate the 
energy ot his youth. He early learned the 
value of industry and of wholesome econ- 
omy, and the lessons of his youtn,intluenced 
all his after life. When the son was /sifteen 
years of age the family removed to Cleve- 
jand, where the father re-engaged in the 
grocery business, graduating from the retail 
into the wholesale trade. ‘ine son attended 
the common schools, and tor one term was 
a student in the Western Reserve College at 
tiudson, where John Brown, who later was 
doomed to lead a fanatical cause and to die 
at Harper's Ferry, had his home. 

Had he wished, the son might have had a 
collegiate education, but there was in his 
blood the fret of trade, and his instincts 
arew him away from books into the market 
piace. He entered his tather’s store us a 
clerk. And it was in fact as a clerk that he 
began his business career, not as the son cf 
the store’s proprietor. The elder Jianna 
Was eminentiy a practical man, and had not 
the son shown superiority over other clerks 
in the store he would not have risen over 
ihem. That he did rise over them, that he 
became in time the head of the grocery firm, 
Was due to the fact that he had a natural 
aptitude for business and that he served 
business as a master. 

The young grocer had married the daugh- 
ter of D Fk. Rhodes, who was engaged in 
the coal und iron trade. In time the gro- 
cery business, even the large wholesale 
business which it had become, was too cir- 
«cumscribed to confine the energies of young 
Hanna, and he entered the firm ot Rhodes 
é& Co. as a junior partner. Ten years later 
he was the senior partner and the firm's 
style was changed to M. A. Hanna & Co., 
in which form it existed at the tume of Mr. 
dianna’s deatn. 

With Mr. Hanna at its head, the firm's 
growth wuas.a marvel, even in a region of 
tnuarvelous industrial activities. In time it 
«ame to own iron and coal mines, steam- 
ship lines, railroads, docks, and furnaces, 
and Mr. Hanna was reckoned many times 
a. millionaire. He did much for the up- 
wuilding of the city where for more than 
haif a century he had his home; was the 
President and chief wwner of a street rail- 
oad system, the President and chief own- 
er of a Lunk, and was at the head of many 
other industrial enterprises. 

The only interruptiom ‘to Mr. Hanna's 
business activity, until politics interrupted 
it, was when the civil war broke out. ike 
thousands of the other young mer of loyal 
Ohio, the martial spirit burned within him 
when he heard his country’s cal] to armas. 
He enlisted as a private under the hundred- 
day call of President Lincoln, and had the 
will to see the conflict to the end. Before 
his first enlistment expired, however, his 
father died, and family cbligations made 
it seem imperative that he should return 
home and take up his father’s business. 
Senator Hanna always was very modest 
about his military service and never reck- 
ened himself as among the saviors of the 
Union. Long after he had become a Na- 
tional figure, the public was in ignorance 
of the fact that he had been a soldier. Jt 
first became generally known only. .a few 
years ago, when, in response to the impor- 
tunings of his friends and neighbors, he 
became a member of a Grand Army post 
in Cleveland. 

Mr. Hanna’s first political office, and 
the only one he ever held until he became 
a Senator, was memfership on the Cleve- 
land Board of Education, to which he was 
elected in 1870. The general public first 
heard.of Mr. Hanna when he undertook.the 
pre-cénvertion campaign for the nomina- 
tion of Mr. McKinley, as the Republican 
candidate for President, in 1895 and 1886. 
But for twenty years prior to that time he 
had been influential in the politics of Ohio 
and the leader of the Republican Party m 
Cyyehoga County, in which the City of 
Cleveland is located. In 1S8S4 he was a dele- 
gate to the Republican National Conven- 
tion,-and in 1888 he again was a delegate 
to and Chairman of the Ohio delegation, be- 
ing recognized as the convention manager 
of John Sherman’s candidacy for the Presi- 
dential nomination. . 

The friendship of William McKinley and 
Mr. Hanna extended over a period of many 
years and was founded on mutual admira- 
tion and respect. McKinley’s defeat for 
Congress in 1890, immediately following 
the passage of the Tariff act which bore 
his name, was a great disappointment to 
him, but this feeling was not shared by 
Mr. Hanna. Referring to the defeat, Hanna 
expressed the belief that it would resuit in 
making McKinley Governor of Ohio, and 
perhaps insuring him elevation to the Presi- 
dency as the great apostle of protection. 
McKinley was elected Governor at the elec- 
tion following his defeat for Congress, and 
his re-election kept him before the people, 
a situation which Mr. Hanna did not fail 


to improve. 
Urged McKinley’s Nomination. 


The availability of McKinley as a candi- 
date for President was persistently urged 
upon the people of Ohio, and long before 
the time for the meeting of the Republican 
National Convention at St. Louis in 1896 


the sentiment of the Republicans of the 
Buckeye State was unanimous for his can- 
didacy. This was undoubtedly mainly due 
to McKinley’s own strong personality, his 
large acquaintance with the public men of 
the country, and the fact that he stood as 
the ‘most prominent representative of his 
party for the protection theory. But it 
was under the sagacious direction of Mr. 
Hanna that the St. Louis Convention was 
brought to nominate him for the Presi- 
dency. j 

In bringing about McKinley’s nomination 
.Mr. Hanna had exhibited such marked evi- 
dences of leadership that the National Com- 
mittee turned to him to manage the cam- 
paign, and by a unanimous vote made kim 
Chairman cf the Campaign Executive Com- 
mittee. 

When McKinley was elected President, 
John Sherman was a Senator from Ohio. 
His distinguished public service had ex- 
tended over a period of nearly half a cen- 
tury: He had been a member of the House 
of presentatives, a Senator, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and again a Senator. 
M nley invited him to become Secretary 
of. State, which gave him the premiership 
of the Cabinet. It was said at the time that 
Sherman was reluctant to leave the Senate, 
but ihe accepted the invitation to the Cabi- 
net, and on March 5, 1897, Marcus A. Hanna 
was appointed by Gov. Asa S. Bushnell of 
Ohio tS succeed Sherman in the Senate. 
Gov. Bushnell was reluctant to make the 
appointment, bit in Ohio Republican senti- 
ment was overwhelmingly in favor of the 
selection of Mr. Hanna, and the Governor 
heard and heeded. 

Thronghout the memorable campaign of 
1896 and the years immediately following i 
Mr. Hanna was subjected to such a flood 
of personal abuse as few men are called 
u to endure. Cartoonists loved to 
picture him as a monster with only the 
semblance of human form. A favorite 
caricature was to portray Mr. Hanna as a 
lew-browed brute, with animal-like feat- 
ures, dollar marks on his clothing, and 
about his feet the bleaching bones of per- 
ished victims of his greed and cruejty. 

The known purity of Mr. McKinley's 
public and private life saved him from 
much. pe abuse, but at Mr. Hanna 
pertisan hate hurled its most venomous 


— 


darts. In all the lexicon of vituperation 
there is nothing which he encaped. At first 
these attacks used td provoke in Mr. Hanna 
violent fits of anger, but at last he came to 
accept abuse as a part of the day’s work, 
and his traducers lost the power to disturb 
his equanimity. And, such is the paradox 
of human affairs, when it came to be that 
abuse no longer disturbed Mr. Hanna, the 
abuse ceased and praise was offered in its 
stead. During the latter years of his life 
he came to be one of the best loved and 
— highly esteemed of American public 
n. 

Mr. Hanna’s appointment to the Senate 
by Gov. Bushnell was followed by his elec- 
tion by the Ohio Legislature, in January, 
1898, to fill the unexpired term of Mr. r- 
man, and also for the full term of six years. 
Mr. Hanna had been indorsed for Senator 
by the Republican Conyention of Ohio, and 
the campaign was made arpely on the is- 
sue of his election. The Legislature, on 
golnt ballot, had a small, but safe, Repub- 
ican majority. There was treachery, how- 
ever, within the Republican ranks, and 
members of the Legislature who had been 
elected under the promise, expressed or im- 
plied, that they would vote for Mr. Hanna, 
deserted him. 

The contest that followed, by its fierce 
bitterness, attracted National attention, 
Mr. McKisson, the Republican Mayor of 
Cleveland, and Mr. Hanna’s arch political 
enemy, was made the Democratic caucus 
nominee for Senator, and enough Republic- 
ans went over to his standard to make the 
trssue doubtful. There were charges of brib- 
ery on both sides, and it was declared that 
attempts had been made to kidnap mem- 
bers of the Legislature. Many members 
were weak-kneed, swaying first toward one 
side and then toward the other, as the tide 
of battle seemed to turn. Some of the 
members whose loyalty was doubted were 
lockei up in their rooms and placed under 
guard, for the purpose, it was declared, of 
preventing their being kidnapped by the 
opposition, but in reality to prevent the op- 

sposition from exerting its seductive influ- 
ence over them, 

The Republican insurgents did not go into 
the party caucus, and Mr. Hanna, without 
oppesition, was made the caucus nominee. 
Finally the day of voting came, and the 
captive members were escorted tb the State 
House, still under guard. Mr. Hanna 
awaited the result in his hotel across the 
street, and when the waving of a handker- 
chief gave notice of his election he breathed 
a deep sigh of relief, but gave no sign of 
elation. His victory had been by the nar- 
row margin of one vote. 

The time when Mr. Hanna first entered 
the Senatorial arena as a speechmaker was 
on a day in 1900 when that perennial pugi- 
list of debate, Richard Franklin Pettigrew, 
undertook to ‘take a fall” out of him. 
The provocation afforded by Pettigrew 
broke the seal on Hanna’s speech and he 
found a voice. The feud engendered on 
that day was one of the most curious 
things in politics, nor did it end until Hanna 
had adorned his belt with Pettigrew's po- 
litical scalp: 

It was Pettigrew’s joy to hurl darts into 
the hides of his Republican colleagues for 
the mere joy of seeing them squirm. He 
went joyously on his way making all the 
trouble he could, until that day when he 
made the fatal mistake of waking up Mark 
Hanna. But for that error of his he might 
be in the Senate now. He had been assail- 
ing another Senator, when suddenlyj-with- 
out warning, he .glanced off that subject 
and hit Hanna. He tore the Ohio Sénator 
tooth and nail. He raked up the story of 
Hanha’s first election to the Senate and 
Ease flat-footed charges of bribery against 

m. 

As soon as he had finished, the hitherto 
silent Senator from Ohio astonished every- 
body by rising to make an extemporaneous 
spaeee. It was a speech that resembled 
the roar of a. lion. It was far different 
from Pettigrew’s denunciations, attacks 
made for the sheer love of it. Hanna’s 
speech was the speech of a man who meant 
business, and in it he seemed to be sealing 
Pettigrew’s doom. He stood behind Petti- 
grew, and when he came to his climax he 
bent over until he almost touched the South 
Dakotan as he shouted out his intention 
to compare his record and character with 
Pettigrew’s before the people in the com- 
ing campaign. He warned Pettigrew that 
he would find himself mistaken in his 
theory that mud-slinging could influence 
the American people, and in his closing 
sentence he placed a long and emphatic 
pase after each word: “ |—will—tell— 
what—I—know—about—him.” 


Revenge on Pettigrew. 


In the beginning of the National cam- 
paign of 1900, which followed immediately 
upon this scene, Mr. Hanna threw himself 
heart and soul into his work as Chairman 
of the National Committee. But as soon 
as he felt reasonably sure that McKinley 
would be re-elected, he took up his ven- 


detta. He left the detailts of the cam- 
paign ip the hands of subordinates, went 
into South Dakota, and camped on the trail 
of his. enemy. 

The Senatorship was conceded to Petti- 
grew by the political prophets, though they 
gave the Electoral vote to McKinley. 
Hanna’s work -indid the prophecy. He 
never rested until he had Pettigrew _** Gown 
and out.” He came back, ~-not .only_ with 
the expected Electoral vote, but with. the 
urexpected Senatorship. 

From that time Hanra never feared to 
make specches in the Senate. They rapidly 
improved, until he became one of the most 
interesting talkers in the whole body. He 
had a determined, downright way of speak- 
ing, a good voice, and a pleasing person- 
ality. He attempted no tricks of oratory, 
but this did not lessen his power as an 
orator. 

Until the beginning of the present ses- 
sion he was Chairman of the Committee on 
Enrolled Bills, but gave up that to become 
Chairman of the Interoceanic Canal Com- 
mittee, where he had performed valuable 
service in the prolonged struggle over ca- 
nal legislation. At the time of his death 
he retained also a place on the Commerce 
Committee, in the work of which he had a 
lively interest because of his intimate 
knowledge of commercial matters, having 
taken a leading part in the deliberations 
and debates on the Ship Subsidy bill, which 
he championed, and also places on the 
Naval Affairs Committee and the Commit- 
tee on Mines and Mining. His poor health 
and aversion to continued hard work im- 
pelled him to eliminate himself from all 
the committees except those in which he 
had a keen interest. He favored the con- 
struction of the Panama Canal. 

During the Administration of _ President 
McKinley the name of Senator Hanna was 
frequentiy associated with the Secretary- 
chip of the Treasury and with other Cabi- 
net portfolios. Undoubtedly, he could have 
had any position within Mr. McKinley's 
gift, but he had no relish for honors at the 
hands of even his dearest friend. Besides, 
he believed he could best serve McKinley 
in the Senate; and that it was the wis 
ef an overwhelming majority of Ohio Re- 
publicans that he should remain there. 

Last November. the result of the Ohio 
election vindicated his judgment. He again 
had been indorsed by the State Convention 
for Senator, and when the votes were 
counted it developed that the Republican 
victory in Ohio had been almost _unpre- 
cedented in its decisiveness. In January 
last he was re-elected to the Senate by 
the largest majority of the joint ballot 
ever given any Senator, from any State. 
no one dreamed of raising a voice against 
his election; the men who, in 1898. had 
sought to betray him had been driven 
from the party’s councils, and the triumph 
of Hanna was complete and absolute. 

Despite Mr. Hanna’s repeated avowals 
thd he was not and would not become 
a candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for President, his admirers in all the 
States of the Union persisted in the men- 
tion of his name in that connection. This 
resulted eventually in strained relations 
between Mr. Hanna and President Roose- 
velt, and when Mr. Hanna returned from 
Ohio in January, after his triumphant re- 
election to the Senate, the situation had 
become so acute that open rupture seemed 
imminent. Peacemakers endeavored to 
bring about a better understanding, and a 
meeting had been arranged when Mr. 
Hanna fell ill. He did not again see the 
President. 

Of all of Mr. Hanna’s achievements, he 
took the greatest pride in the success of the 
Civic Federation, which had for its object 
the bringing about of more harmonious re- 
lations between capital and labor. It was 
his intention to make this his chief life 
work, and he frequently declared that he 
preferred the honors he believed awaited 
him in this field to any honors that could 
come to him as President. It is only reason- 
able to believe that had he lived, he would 
have succeeded in this work, as he suc- 
ceeded in all nis undertakings, and that he 
would have enrolled his name among the 
greatest of the benefactors of his country. 

Senator Hanna's most recent activity at 
the Capitol has been in opposition to the 
confirmation of Leonard Wood as a Major 
General in the army. He led the opposition, 
and was one of those who brought about a 
long investigation of Gen. Wood by the 
Committee on Military Affairs. It was his 
intention to make a speech in executive 
session against confirmation. 

The consideration of the nomination had 
been delayed until he could return to the 
Senate. His fearlessness in oppemng Sena- 
tors of his own party on that question was 
notable, for his loyalty to the party organ- 
ization had been one of the most prominent 
traits of his political life. 

Since early December Mr. Hanna had 
been ai the Senate but little. He attended 
a few sessions after he had returned from 
Columbus, where he was triumphantly 
elected. His last illness, beginning with 
what was supposed to be grip, soon con- 
fined him to his hotel. As a rule hé was 
very~ punctual in his attendance at the 
Capitol, but generally divided the day be- 
tween the Capitol and his office at the Ar- 
lington Hotel, where he attended to a 
great deal of business incident to his 
Chairmanship of the National Republican 
Committee. He was accessible to visitors 
when in the Senate, and a throng of callers 
kept. him often walking back and _ forth

the rear lobby to the Marble Room. 
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TWO FUNERALS FOR HANNA 


One To-morrow at Washington and 
One at Cleveland Friday. 


The Senator’s Body to Lie in State in 
the Senate Marble Room—House . 
and Senate Adjourn To-day. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Both houses of 
Congress will adjourn to-morrow imme- 
diately upon the announcement of the death 
of Senator Hanna. No business will be 
transacted in either house. 

As soon as the Senate meets, Senator 
Foraker will announce the death of his col- 
league, and will offer a resolution of re- 
gret and another providing for a commit- 
tee to take charge of the funeral arrange- 
ments. A committee consisting of twenty 
Senators will be named by the President 
proten:., Senator Frye, and the Sergeant at 
Arms will be directed to make the neces- 
sary arrangements for the funeral services, 
both here and at Cleveland. As soon as 


the resolutions are adopted the Senate will 
adjourn. 

There will be an official funeral in the 
‘Senate Chamber at noon on Wednesday, 
the body lying in state in the Senate Marble 
Room in the morning. The Senate will 
adopt resolutions inviting the President, 
members of the Cabinet, the Supreme 
Court, the Diplomatic Corps, the Lieuten- 
ant General of the Army, the Admiral of 
the Navy, and the House of Representa- 
tives to attend the funeral services. Other 
details are yet to be arranged. 

At Cleveland services will be held either 
at the late home of the Senator or that 
of his son, Daniel Hanna, probably on Fri- 
day afternoon. It is likely that Bishop 
Leonard of the Northern Diocese of Ohio 
of the Episcopal Church will conduct the 
services. 


DEATH MASK OF HANNA. 


It Will Show the Senator’s Face Almost 
as It Was in Health. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—When it was 
known there was no chance for the recov- 
ery of Senator Hanna arrangements were 
made to have a death mask taken by U. 8S. 
J. Dunbar, the sculptor, and the work was 
done early this evening. The cast will be 


perfect, and, strange as it may seem, will 
show the face in almost its usual fullness. 

The Senator’s face shows little emacia- 
tion, and, owing to the gonstant use of 
oxygen, had taken on what appeared to..be 
a coat of tan which gave it almost a. life- 
like appearance. 


GROVER CLEVELAND'S EULOGY. 


High Praise for Senator Hanna’s Work 
for Labor and Capital.

PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 15.—Ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland, when informed to-night of 
the death of Senator Marcus A. Hanna, 
paid him the following tribute: 

** My relations with Mr. Hanna were only 
such as grew out of association as members 
of the National Civic Federation. He was 
active in the work of that body and sin- 
cerely devoted to the adjustment of differ- 
ences between employers and employes. 

‘““Mr. Hanna was of great service in the 
work of the federation, and what he did 


and was able to do in accomplishing its 
objects made him a useful man. His loss 


cannot fail to be greatly felt in more than ; 


one field of valuable endeavor.” 


TRIBUTES TO HANNA’S MEMORY. 


Public Men of Both Parties Unite in 
Deploring His Loss.

‘WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Public men, 
without distinction of party, unite to-night 
in deploring the death of Senator Hanna. 
In his death, they declare, the country has 
lost one of its most useful and individual 
citizens. Volumes might be written regard- 
ing these expressions of regret. 
of them follow: 


SECRETARY OF STATE HAY—One of 
the most surprising things about Senator 
Hanna’s career was the contrast between 
the man’s true character and the cloud of 
calumny and vituperation that was at one 
time made to surround his name by politic- 
al opponents. Things that were attributed 
to him by thoughtless adversaries were 
a the things of which he was abso- 
utely incapable. Senator Hanna was the 
soul of honor, candor, and fair dealing. 


SECRETARY WILSON—Senator Hanna’s 
lite was a remarkable development possible 
only with our conditions, a business man 
whose knowledge of men and things came 
from contact with affairs. His considera- 
tion for workingmen and power with them 
were striking attributes of character. Sen- 
ator Hanna’s power in legislation and be- 
fore the people have come as surprises, 
He shortened his life by excessive devotion 
to his ideals of public duty. 


SECRETARY HITCHCOCK—The nation 
has lost a patriot and his personal friends 
and associates a lovable companion, whose 
sterling qualities of*head and heart found 
their most congenial expression in promot- 
ng the progress and prosperity of his 
ountrymen.

IN HANNA’S HOME CITY. 
CLEVELAND, Feb. 15.—Notwithstanding 
that the news of Senator Hanna’s death 
had been momentarily expected for many 
hours in this, his home city, the announce- 


ment of his passing away came as a se- 
vere shock and caused profound sorrow in 
all quarters. Crowds gathered in front of 
the newspaper offices to read the bulletins 
describing. the final scenes in the death 
chamber. 2 

Not since the death of President McKin- 
ley has there been such universal sorrow 
in Cleveland on all sides as was manifested 
when the fact of Senator Hanna's death 
became known. 

The City Council to-night adopted resolu- 
tions of esteem and sympathy, and there- 
upon adjourned. The resolutions contain 
the statement that Senator Hanna was one 
of the country’s most eminent statesmen 
and the first citizen of Cleveland. 

The Council chamber was draped 
mourning, and the entire City Hall will 
be draped to-morrow. As rapidly as the 
work can be done, all public buildings will 
be draped. The Council will attend the 
funeral in a body.

Ralian Launch of 200 Horse Power 
Coming Here. ; 


Cup-Racing Vessels to be Exhibited at 
Sportsmen's Show—Rival Contest- 
ants Appoint Committee. 


4’ 200 horse-powezemotar boat is likely to 
be seen in local waters this coming season. 
This boat will be imported by an automo- 
bile firm that deals in Italian motors. The 
boat is now practically ready for use. It 
Was made in Turin and will be a competi- 
tor in the big race of neariy 100 miles to be 
held at Monte Carlo within the next two 
months. The boat is 50 feet long and is 
fitted wite twelve cylinder engines. ‘In 
*pite of -its powerful engines the total 
“veight of the boat will be but 2,050 poun&s, 
snd ‘in order to insure quiet running the en- 
gine mechanism will. be worked out on the 
turbine system. , 


Two of the fastest motor boats in this 
country and that are matched to race dur- 
ing the coming season for a cup will be ex- 
hibited at the Sportsmen’s Show, which will 
open Friday night in Madison Square Gar- 
den. These are the Smith & Mabley boat, 
Vingt-et-Un, and the Hollander & Tange- 
man boat, which will be known as the 
Fiat. The Vingt-et-Un had its trial run 
Jast Novémber and developed the high 
speed of a mile in 2:26, with wind and tide 
in favor. 

The hull of the Fiat boat has recently 
been completed, and the engines will prob- 
ably be installed .toe-morrow. The boat is 
34 feet long, and its motors will be of 24 
horse power. That the boat has been de- 
signed and built with the sole idea of speed 
May be seen from the fact that the thick- 
ness of the hull-will o&Q{]y be three-eighths 
of an inch. Twenty-five thousand rivets 
are used in the planking. The total weight 
will only be about 1,200 pounds. 

The two firms that have offered the cup 
for their match race have just appointed a 
committee of four persons, each firm nam- 
ing two members, one being a mechanical 
expert and the other a practical yachts- 
man. Smith & Mabley have named for their 
representatives Gustav Franquist as the 
mechanical member and Clinton H. Crane 
as the yachtsman. For Hollander & Tange- 
nian the mechanical representative will be 
E T. Birdsell and Sutphen Sutphen will 
be. the yachting man. Mr. Sutphen has de- 
signed the Fiat boat, which has been made 
in Bayonne, but will be fitted with Italian 
reotors. These four mémbers will appoint 
two more, one representing each of the re- 
spective requirements, and the committee 
of six will then 4rrange proper time allow- 
ance rules for the races. 

The rules of the American Power Boat 
Association will not be accepted by the 
rival firms. It is claimed that these rules 
are not satisfactory for boats of fast 
speed. In fact, this fault is admitted by the 
members of the organization themselves, 
and at the recent annual meeting it was 
proposed to add another class to the list of 
power boats already arranged for, so as to 
include special rules 
specdier boats. 
it is absolutely impossible for a high-power 
bout to win any race in which the smaller 
motor boats compete, simply because the 
@&peedier boats have to allow such an enor- 
mous handicap in time allowance. 


F. A. La Roche, known in automobile 
Tacing circles of this city, has had built 
an automobile boat which he will enter in 
the various power boat races which are to } 
b hell in the vicinity of this city next ;

AWAIT BASEBALL VERDICT 


On Question of Playing Sunday” 


Games at Ridgewood, L. |. 


“If Greater New York Club Fails Appli- 


cation Will Be Made for Fran- 
chise in Pittsburg. 


Baseball men are now anxiously awaiting 
the decision of Chairman Herrmann of the 
National Commission regarding the right of 
the New York American League Club to 
play Sunday games at Ridgewood, L. I. 
According to President Pulliam of the Na- 
tional League and one of the Commission- 
ers the whole drift of the argument centred 
on Section 2, Article 5, of the peace agree- 
ment, which reads: 


The party of the second part hereby guaran- 
tees that Done of the leagues in its membership 
shall establish or maintain a club in a city on 
the circuit of either. major league, or within 
without the 
consent in writing of the major longue club or 
cjubs located therein and recorded in the office 
of the Secretary of the National Commission, 
Jersey City excepted. 


The contention of the National League 
is that the Greater New York Club is re- 
stricted in the playtmg to Manhattan Island, 
that being the construction put on the 
word “city’’ in Seétion 2. On the other 
hand, the Greater New York club officials 
and President Johnson of the American 
League afe positive that the word “ city’ 
cannot mean anything else but all the#or- 
oughs with the exception of Brooklyn, and 
Ridgewood, they say, is not in Brooklyn or 
in Kings County, of which Brooklyn is a 
part. The American League men further 
say that it was well known at the time the 
peace agreement was signed that the Great- 
er New York Club had not selected its 
grounds, and the understanding was that it 
could locate e®her in the Bronx or on Man- 
hattan Island. _ 

No matter what decision may be made by 
Chairman Herrmann, ,it is well . settled 
that the parties in the dispute will abide 
it, but there promises to be more 
trouble for the National Commission, and 
incidentally the Pittsburg Club will be af- 
fected. 

In a statement yesterday President Gor- 
don of the Greater New York Club said 
that an adverse decision for his club would 
mean that the Brooklyn Club could not 
Sunday games at Ridgewood, and 


would be restricted to the cities named 
specifically in the joint peace agreement. 
This, of course, would include the Pittsburg 
National League Club, which has grounds 


t in the city of Allegheny instead of within 


the limits of Pittsburg. 

President Gordon was emphatic in the 
declaration that if the Greater New York 
Club was not allowed tw play its fourteen: 
Sunday games at Ridgewood he would file 
a protest with the National Commission 
against the Pittsburg Club, and further- 
more, an application would be made for a 
franchise to operate a major league club in 
the City of Pittsburg proper. They have 
no right, President Gordon claims, to play

A dispute over a sentence entirly upset the 
gignity of the Justices of the Court of Spe- 
cial Sessions in Brooklyn yesterday morn- 
ing.

KILLED WIFE AND SELF 


| Wated Stepson Also Shot After 
f Saving Father’s Pet Boy.

Frank Bartunek Visited His Home and 
Made an Effort to Kill His 
Whole Family. 


Frank Bartunek kiJled his wife, Rosie, and 
mortally wounded his stepson, Vincent 
| Hornick, yesteréay afternoon at their home, 
34S Bast Seventy-third Street. The man 
Was thirty-eight years old, his wife thirty- 
two, and the stepson twelve years old, 
Bartunek’s five-year-old son Rudolph es- 
caped from his father through the courage 
' @f his stepbrother. Bartunek finished by 
killing himself. 
: He was a driver of a brewery wagon, 
» Wearly a giant in size and strengtb, and a 
man dreaded in the neighborhood because 
* of his sudden outbursts of temper. The 
“Siily person who had any influence over 
Kim was his little son Rudolph, who often 
successfully interceded during the father’s 
rage against his wife and stepson, Bar- 
tunek was also devoted to Frank, his son 
by his first wife, a boy thirteen years old, 
who lived with relatives in Westchester. 

The fact that his wife’s son, Vincent 
Hornick, lived with them caused many of 
the quarrels that resulted in a separation, 
the man agreeing to pay his wife alimony, 
which, with the earnings of her son Vin- 

* cent, made it possible for her to live with 
her children in the\flat he had left. 

He happened to be in the neighborhood 
yesterday delivering beer, when an ac- 
quaintance in a saloon taunted him with 
the fact that he was not living in his own 
home. 

Bartunek in a rage started for his tor- 
mentor, who fled out of the side door. 

. There Bartunek found his small boy play- 
ing on the pavement. He picked him up 
and kissed him and started down the street 
with the boy toward his home. There 
might have been a reconciliation between 
husband and wife if it had not been for the 
unfortunate appearance of the hated step- 
gon. Bartunek mounted the one flight of 
stairs to his apartment, carrying his boy 

. On his shoulders. He was singing a Bo- 
hemian song about ‘‘The Knight on the 
Charger, Riding to See His Lady Love.” 

Mrs. Bartunek had not heard her husband 
sing like that since the beginning of their 
quarrels over his son and her son, the off- 
spring of their first marriages. She opened 
the door to the hallway to see the smiling 
faces of father and son. Vincent, who had 
heard tales of Bartunek’s threats against 
his mother’s life, was behind her, and at- 
tempted to pull her back into the room. 

Putting down the child, the father drew 
a pistol and shot his wife through the 
head, killing her instantly. He then picked 
up his baby, kissed him fondly, and seemed 
to be about to kill him, when Vincent, the 
stepson, jumped at Bartunek, pushing the 
‘weapon aside. He got hold of the little fel- 
low and dropped him over the banisters to 
the stairway. Bartunek shot his stepson 


through the body, leaned over the banisters 
ani aimed at the child. The little fellow 
had gained his feet and, thoroughly 
frightened, was running to the street. The 
Weapon missed fire. 

Other tenants rushed to their doors, only 
to jump back when the man threatened 
them with his pistol. He went into the 
front room of his home, where he shot him- 
self through the head, killing himself. Vin- 
cent Hornick was taken to the Presbyterian 
Hospital, where it was said at a late hour 
that he was mortally hurt. 


CROWD IN EXCITING MAN HUNT. 


‘Three Fugitives, Crooks the Police Say, 
Caught After Hot Chase. 


Detective Sergeant Kear was riding east 
on the rear platform of a Forty-second 
, Street,cross-town car yesterday morning 
when he saw three men, whom he said he 
recognized as pickpockets, on the sidewalk. 
He jumped off, and, calling Patrolman 
Redmond of the West Forty-seventh Street 
Station, who was on post at the corer of 
Forty-second Street and Sixth Avenue, 
made for the men, who took to their heels, 
running west through Forty-second Street. 
Other policemen followed Kear and Red- 
mond, and dozens of pedestrians also 
joined in the pursuit. 

At Broadway the three fugitives were 
joined by another man who, the police say, 
was also a crook. who evidently feared 
arrest, and all four ran north, followed by 
an ever-increasing crowd of policemen and 
citizens. At Forty-third Street the four 
turned west. Patrolmen Marion and Jones, 
at the corner of Eighth Avenue, saw the 


four men with their pursuers coming 
toward them and halting a line of several 
Highth Avenue cars across the street to 
block the way, and drawing their clubs 
and revolvers, headed off the men. Three 
of the fugitives ran into the side door of a 
saloon followed by Kear and a dozen pa- 
trolmen. The trio surrendered without 
giving the policemen any further trouble, 
ut the fourth man escaped down Eighth 
Avenue. 

The three men were taken to the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station, and thence 
to Headquarters. Kear said that they 
Were not wanted on any specific charges, 
but were arrested as suspicious persons in 
line with the action of the department in 
corralling such characters to prevent them 
going to Baltimore and taking advantage 
of the unsettled conditions there.

“United Underwriters Enjoined for Lack 
of Legal Standing Before 1892. 


ALBANY, Feb. 15.—Supreme Court Jus- 
tice D. Cady. Herrick, upon application of 
Deputy Attorney General William H. Wood, 
has granted an order..against the United 
Underwriters of the City of New York, re- 
straining them from transacting the busi- 
ness of insurance in the State of New York. 
The State Department of Insurance to-day 
gave out the following statement: 

“This was a so-called Lloyds Associa- 
tion transacting business at’ 1,267 Broad- 
way, New York City, under James A, Kehl- 
beck, as attorney in fact. 

“Judgment was granted upon the ground 
that the said association was not lawfully 


a4 in transacting insurance business 
on Oct. 1, 1892, and therefore, did not come 
within the exception specified in Section 57 
of the insurance law exempting Lioyds As- 
sociations from the operations of said law.” 


This action follows the new policy of the 
Insurance Department to ascertain the act- 
ual condition and charter rights of all fire 
meurance Lloyds concerns doing business 
in this State.

State Savings Bank did not open its doors 
for business this morning, and a telegram 
was sent to the Auditor of the State to take 
charge of it.

COTTON DROPPING AGAIN 


Near Month Futures Off from 90 
to 109 Points, 


Southern Spot Cotton Dealers Recede 
from Their Agreement — Record 
Prices Paid for Exchange Seats. 


Another heavy decline was registéred yes- 
terday in the prices of cotton futures, 
quotations of the active near months show- 
ing losses of from 90 to 109 potnts, while 
the far months declined 50 to 70 points. The 
market, however, was not in such a fever 
of excitement as a week ago, and the de- 
clines were not interrupted by violent reac- 
tions. Instead, there was a gradual re- 
cession, commencing soon after the opening 
and keeping up all day until the very close. 
There were no sensational developments in 
the way of news. 

The reccipts continued well up to last 
year, and thus shaking more and more the 
belief of the traders in the low crop esti- 
mates of Daniel J. Sully and Atwood Violett 
& Co. Liquidation by New Orleans bulls, 
who had held out against the decline in 
the hope of a renewal of activity on the 
part of the personal leaders of the “ higher 
prices’ movement, and a statement from 
the Census Bureau showing that the aver- 
age weight of the bales was 502.1, against 
502 last year, were largely responsible for 
the decline. At an everage weight of 502.1 
the amount ginned becomes 9,525,996, in- 
stead of 9,485,527. 

Another development was the breaking 
up of the combination of Southern spot cot- 
ton dealers who had made an agreement 
not to sell spot cotton at less than 15.25 
a pound. The agreement lasted just a week, 
and yesterday the quotation was reduced 
Officially to 13.75, or 150 points. 

Cotton Exchange memberships went up in 
price, making new high records. At noon 
there were sold at auction on the floor of 
the Exchange the seats belonging to the 
failed firm of Laighton & Foulke, wha 
were obliged to suspend in December last 
because of the operations of a trusted clerk. 
One seat brought over $10,000, or $2,500 
higher than any previous sale. 

There were two seats in the name of Mr. 
Laighton, the senior member of the firm. 
The seat of Mr. Foulke was first put up, 
and it was bid in by Herman Hagedorn at 
$9,100. This was a record price by $800. 
Hagedorn met with some opposition on the 


next sale, and he had to pay $9,400. The | 


second Laighton membership brought the 
highest price of all—$10,700. It was bought 
by J. T. Gwathmey, ex-President of the 
Exchange. ‘ 

Superintendent King auctioned off the 
Seats, and when the Gwathmey bid was 
declared the winning one he was roundly 
cheered by the other brokers. 


WEIGHT OF THE COTTON BALE. 


Average of 1903 an Increase Over Crop 
of Previous Year. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Census Bu- 
reau to-day issued a report on the average 
welght of a cotton bale for the crop grown 
in 1903, showing an average gross weight 
of 502.1 pounds, against 502 in 1902, This 
figure is obtained by actual weighing of 
5,558,271 bales, 1,521 local cotton weighers 
reporting. 

The average weight of commercial bales 
as pressed at ginneries was 483.1 in 1908 


and 479.8 in 1902; average weight of square 
bales, 503.4 in 1903 and 502.8 in 1902; up- 
land round bales, 247.8 in 1903 and 255.5 Tn 
1902, and Sea Island bales, 378.5 in 1903 
and 385.1 in 1902, 

Applying these averages, the bureau finds 
that the cotton ginned from the growth of 
1903 up to and including Jan. 16 last was 
equivalent to 9,525,996 bales of a 500-pound 
standard. The average gross weight of a 
bale by States follows: Alabama, 499.6; 
Arkansas, 513.3; Florida, 447.1; Georgia, 
492.1; Indian Territory, 508.5; Louisiana, 
504.2; Mississippi, 506.7; Missouri, 524.7; 
North Carolina, 476.1; Oklahoma, 499.1; 
South Carolina, 483.5; Tennessee, 517; 
Texas, 513.5, and: Virginia, 477. 


MAY WHEAT AT 98 CENTS. 


War News and Cold Weather in South- 
west Responsible for Price. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—A new high record 
price was reached to-day by wheat for 
May delivery, 98c. a bushel. With the war 
advancing foreign grain markets, the visi- 
ble supply diminishing, and with crop pros- 
pects in the Southwest threatened by the 
cold weather, short selling of the May op- 
tion was practically abandoned, July ab- 
sorbing most of the new business. Closing 
prices were near the top, with May 1c. 
above Saturday’s final figures. July closed 
1%@1%c. up. May corn was 1%@l1%c, high- 
er, oats unchanged, and provisions 10@274yc. 
higher.

BIG BOATS FOR STATEN ISLAND. 


Sinking Fund Commission Votes Grout 
Down on Ferry Question. 


With oniy the vote of Controller Grout in 
opposition, the Commissioners of the Sink- 
ing Fund yesterday authorized Dock Com- 
missioner Featherson to get the five large 
boats required for the improvement of the 
Staten Island ferry service under the city 
ownership. These boats will be capable of 
making eighteen miles an hour and of car- 
rying 3,000 passengers each. They will 
cost approximately $370,000 each. 

When the question came up yesterday for 
final action more than 200 Staten Islanders 


were present to protest against haying low 
power boats. Col. BE. A. Stevens, consult- 
ing engineer of the Dock Department, said 
he preterred the big boats for the service, 
as they would make each trip from two to 
three minutes faster than the reduced 
power models. 

In reply to Controller Grout, who asked 
which boat was the better from a commer- 
cial standpoint, Col. Stevens deciared that 
neither would pay from a commercial 
point of view. He said‘it was for the city 
officials to decide whether the gain to the 
city would offset the loss that would be 
sustained financially in the actual opera- 
ticn of the ferry service. 

As yet the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund have taken no action on the termi- 
nals, unanimous consent being required to 
empower the city to take the necessary 
ground and erect the needed buildings. 


CONFERENCE ON BRONX ROAD. 


Corporation Counsel Delany yesterday 
told Mayor McClellan of his investigations 
into the questioned legality of the charter 
of the New York, Westchester and Boston 
Company, which his obtained the grant of 
the Board of Aldermen to cross streets of 
the Bronx in the construction of its lMne. 
Neither the Mayor nor Mr. Delany would 
say what his views were. 

The public hearing will be held to-mor- 
row afternoon at 2 o'clock in the Council 
Chamber, on the second floor of the City 
Hall. The Twenty-third Ward Property 
Owners’ Association will be represented by 


a large delegation, as will be the Tax- 
payers’ Alliance, while other commercial, 
financial, and political bodies of the Bronx 
section will have btg representations also, 
most of them opposing the permit.

IN A “EUROPEAN CONCERT.” 

The well-known Paris.writer on for- 
‘eign politics, J. COrRNELY, in a dispatch 
to our neighbor The Herald, makes this 
“comment upon Secretary Hay’s circular 
‘note: 


t, But the chief fact brought out by the war 
‘has been, #f one may say so, the entrance 
of the United/States into the Buropean 
‘concert by means of Mr. Hay’s note, which 
appears to have won everybody's approval. 
$Stéam and telegraph have brought America 
to tle doors of Europe. There are no more 
Separate policies, there is only one terres- 
trial or world-wide policy, and hencefor- 
‘ward we must concern ourselves with what 
is thought in Washington. 

Owing to our position upon the planet 
: called Earth we have a just right to say 
‘that nothing which affects uniyersal hu- 
manity is foreign to us. M. CoRNELY is 
right. Toward that ‘“ administrative en- 
tity” we call China there is “only one 
terrestrial or worldwide policy.” In the 
‘making of that policy our statesmen 
‘have an unquestioned right to take part. 
_ But Secretary Hay’s note does not in- 
idicate “the entrance of the United 
‘States into the European concert.”” Noth- 
ing of the kind. It is an impértinence 
te assume that ‘“ European concert” 
“means the same thing as “ world policy.” 
JASurope is only one of the five continents 
that imnke up this habitable globe. The 
less cannot include the greater. More- 
over, had this been an affair of the Euro- 
pean concert, we should have kept out 
of it. Secretary Hay’'s note left by our 
diplomatic representatives at the Foreign 
Offices in St. Petersburg and Tokio 
makes no reference whatever to Europe. 
It fs true that our Ambassadors were 
instructed to inquire whether the Euro- 
pean Powers would not consider it ad- 
visable to take measures for limiting the 
urea cf hostilities, and for assuring so 
far as rossible the neutrality and the 
“administrative entity’ of China. Such 
@ vrequest does not imply joint action. 
‘Each Power is left to make the neces- 
sary iepresentations in its own’ way. 

The euccess of Secretary. Hay’s efforts 
is practically equivalent to a guarantee 
of the neutrality and the “ administra- 
tive entity ” of China, since he has per- 
Suaded all the Powers, including the 
two now at war, to assent to the princi- 
pie of his note as.an object which they 
earnestiy desire to accomplish. Where 
al! agree in a matter of this gravity 
there is not much danger that one will 
break the agreement. The conditions are 
quite dif’erent from those that would 
te involved in a guarantee. If the in- 
tegrity of China were guaranteed by the 
‘Pewers it would be necessary for one or 
all to make good the promise of pro- 
-tection, by force if remonstrance shoutd 
not suffice. The expression of a desire 
does nmct involve a resort to forcible 
_measures. 

It is to be observed that the assurance 
of the rreservation of China given by 
‘the general assent to the Secretary’s note 
js a check upon Japan in precisely the 
Same sense that it is a check upon Rus- 
swia. The world would fear an ex- 
tension of Rugsian influence if not 
“of. actual Russian sovereignty over 
‘some part of Chinese territory as 
‘a consequence of the utter rout of 

“ Japan. Of the other hand the destruc- 


.- tion of Russia's power in the East would 


pretty certainly be followed by an out- 
‘cropping of Japanese pretensions as to 
China which would be quite incompati- 
ble with the policies and interests of the 

estern Powers. The thing aimed at is 
_ jthe protection of China against dismem- 
: @ berment or harm at the hands of either 
” belligerent. ; 


SENATOR HANNA. 


It has been given to few men, with no 
greater experience in public life, to exert 
g0 considerable an influence on public 
*. ‘affairs as that cf Senator HANNA. It is 
+ not yet twenty years ago that he made 
4 *his nipdent entrance upon the political 
®tage as a delegate to the National Con- 
“vention of the Republican Party in the 
ampaign of 1884, and it was not until 
twelve years later, when, in 1896, he was 
the chief advocate of the nomination of 
Mr. McKInLey, and Chairman of the 
National Committee, that he took a prom- 
inent part.in National politics. The next 
year he was appointed to the vacancy in 
‘the Senate made by the resignation of 
‘Mr.- SHERMAN to assume the ‘State De- 
partment in Mr. McKINLEr’s Cabinet, 
jand in 1898 he was elected for the short 
term and for the succeeding long one, 
wrhich would have expired next year. 
aad Thus it will be seen that Mr. HANNA 
; ’ . was op the eve of sixty before he under- 
ES took the remarkable campaign for the 

momination and election of Mr. McKIn- 
«mx, from which he passed to a station 
of’ peculiar influence: and importance in 
‘the Senate, where, during the late Presi- 

dent's life, he was regarded as the closest 
‘ sedviger and most intimate representative 


ot Mr. McKryiey. His first achievement 
in National p9dlitics, the nomination of 
Mr. McKinuey, and his presentation of 
him to the convention, and, afterward, 
to the country, as the champion of sound 
money, was a curious chapter in our af- 
fairs, because the candidate had been a 
prominent .advocate of compromise by 
the Republican Party with the. faction 
holding the views Mr. BRYAN. It was 
probably due in large measure to Senator 
HANNA that the position gradually as- 
sumed by Mr. McKIn.ey during the can- 
vass and in-the first year of hig Admin- 
istration became finally so clear, sound, 
and safe. And while we are bound to 
give due credit to the candor of Mr. 
McKINLEY himsel& and his, ability to 
learn from events, we can still concede 
to his most intimate political and per- 
sonal friend sincere praise for the work 
he accomplished in this direction. 

Mr. Hanna’s prominence did not wane 
after the death of the President. He 
retained in 1900 the Chairmanship of the 
National Committee, in which he showed 
even more energy and skill than four 
years before, and he remained, by force of | 
character as well as by his position, .the 
most conspicuous, figure in purely party 
affairs. Mr. RoosEVELT’s natural and un- 
concealed desire for a popular election to 
the office to which “the ‘death of Mr. 
McKINLEY had,.promoted him aroused a 


| certain amount of-opposition in his party, 


and this was most pronounced in the 
circle of large business-and financial in- 
terests with which Mr. HANNA was per- 
scnally most.intimately connected. It 
was inevitable ‘that the Senator should 
be the centre of much planning, not to 
say plotting, to defeat the aspirations of 
Mr. ROOSEVELT, and the situation created 
for him was one of some delicacy and 
difficulty. Exactly how he bore himself 
in it is one of the secrets of political his- 
tery not now to be discerned, but those 
most opposed to what were supposed to 
be his affiliations are agreed that he pur- 
sued steadily the course he believed best 
for his party, and that personal ambition 
did not turn him from it. ’ 


In the meantime he was very active 
and influential in one line natoften taken 
up by either the capitalist or the poli- 
tician, and still less often by a man com- 
bining both characters. -That~was the 
line of sytematic harmonizing of the in- 
terests and the policy of employep and 
of employed, especially as the latter are 
represented by their organizations. : In 
such efforts he was exposed to much sus- 
picion. In the tense conflicts arising 
between these interests {n..the past few 
years the temptation was very great for 
each side to regard as an open: or-secret 
enemy a prominent man who would not 
Gefinitely take sides.. Mr. HANNA was 
freely denounced in this fashion on the 
one part and on the other. But it is to 
be noted that he was most trusted, so 
far as the workingmen are concerned, by 
those who knew him -best, the. men who 
had been if his own employ...And we do 
not think that the most skeptical can 
deny that his public utterances on this 
subject, and his. known actions, were 
clearly sound in principle and praise- 
worthy in aim. It.is the dream of the 
philosopher and the economist that the 
peaceful and profitable relations of em- 
ployers and employed can practically be 
advanced to a very high plane by the 
utmost completeness of common. knowl- 
edge and mutual understanding. That 
was the doctrine of Mr. HANNA. It was 
ably advocated. In-his. own .affairs it 
was applied. He was not a dreamer, but 
a hard-headed man of business who 
was also engaged in large politics. We 
think his support of such a doctrine was 
of great value and significance, of gréat 
advantage to the Nation, and highly 
creditable to his heart and ‘his. intelli- 
gence. He held: a unique ‘position in 
our American life, and an honorable one. 


THE MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION. 

By sending to the press copies of a 
brief prepared by ‘its counsel, Mr.~J. 
HAMPDEN DovuGHERTY, in the Jerome 
Park Reservoir case, the Merchants’ As- 
sociation dppears to make itself respon- 
sible for that document. “Mr. DovcHERTY 
in his brief has seen fit to find Prof. 
WILLIAM H. Burr of Columbia Univer- 
sity guilty of bribe-taking, and he there- 
fore declares him to have been disquali- 
fied to make a fair report upon the as- 
sociation’s charges against the Aqueduct 
Commission. Prof. Burr, it will be re- 
membered, was a member of* the Com- 
mission of Engineers appointed by May- 
or Low to examine the material used 
aud the work done in constructing the 
Jerome Park Reservoir, and report there. 
on, in order that the Mayor might know 
what to do about- the association’s 
charges. The Burr commission reported 
after a thorough examination that the 
material] was good, that the work had 
been properly done. The, Mayor therefore 
declined to put the Aqueduct Commis- 
sioners ‘on trial. 

Not satisfied with the results of an in- 
quiry which were atcepted by the Mayor 
and by the community at large as con- 
cluBive, the Merchants’ Association re- 
turns to the attack and its counsel now 
charges that Prof. Burr was unduly in- 
fiuenced by reason of his acceptance of 
the position of consulting éngineer at 
the New Cérnel} Dam at a sal@y of 
£1,500 quarterly. Counsel declares: that 
“no lawyer who, valued his reputation 
would put himself in a similarly equivo- 
cal position,” and in the very next sen- 
tence unconsciously destroys the fabric 
of his accusation by referring to Prof. 
Burr as an “arbitrator.” This falla- 
cious notion crops owt again upon Page’ 
83 of his brief, when he declares. that 
Pret. Burr “ was the paid representative 
of the Aqueduct Commission masquerad- 
ing as a judge between the commission 
and the Merchants’ Association.” — _ 

Prof. BURR was 
nor & judge. He 1‘sin 
as en expert engineer en 
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Jerome Park Reservoir. It was a purely 
technical function, in no sense a judi- 
cial one. Any antecedent, coincident, or 
subsequent employment he may have 
accepted from the Aqueduct Commission 
upon the New Cornell Dam no mofe dis- 
qualified: him from making a truthful 
report than the acceptance of a retainer 
in a cow case would disqualify an attor- 
ney from appearing as counsel in the 
Northern Securities: case before the Su- 

reme Court. Prof. BURR is engaged in 
the practice of a profession, and the 
performance of his duty in connection 
with the Cornell Dam could in no way 
disqualify him for the ascertainment of 
truth. in respect to the Jerome Park 
Reservoir. 

It is possible that Prof. BuRR enjoys 
the confidence of this community in a 
higher degree than the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, which of Jate has not appeared 
to maintain its earlier repute. 


permitting its counsel to make this ac- 
cusation, as serious as it is silly, against 
Prof. Burr, whose high personal and pro- 


fessional standing would seem to make , 
it advisable for the association to adopt 


some other means of controverting his 
testimony. Mayor Low was ex-officio 
a member of the Aqueduct Commission. 
If there was any undue influence he was 
guilty of exerting it. If there was any 


‘bribe-giving, he must be held up to pub- 


lic’ odium as one of the givers of the 
bribe. The Merchants’ Association ought 
to be-a little more careful of its reputa- 
tion. 


THE REFORM CLUB. 

It is a matter of interest and a cause 
for congratulation that the Reform Club 
is, dom{ciled in a new home at 2 East 
Thirty-fifth Street, and is established 
upon a basis which promises a contin- 
uance of its career of usefulness. After 
ful! consideration the members of. the 
club have decided to maintain its -social 
features, including provision for recrea- 
tion and refreshment, upon a scaleSsut- 
ficient to make the clubhouse attractive. 
Mr. JoHn G. AGAR has been elected 
President of the club. 

From. its foundation the Reform Club 
has done with intelligence and sustained 
force a very useful work. In a word, it 
may be said that it is its aim to prevent 
the conferring of unjust privilege in the 
legislation and the administration ofsthe 
United States Government. It has done 
effective service in the cause of tariff 
reform, of sound money, and the purifi- 
cation of ihe civil service. The commit- 


tees and libraries which have hithertd 


been maintained in separate quarters 
will now be housed in the club. It is ex- 
pected that its work will be more ef- 
fectively performed than even in the 
past. 


AMATEUR BILLIARDS. 

POGGENBURG’s victory, in the so-called 
“amateur” tournament at the “ four- 
teen-two” game, was figured out in 
our columns yesterday to denote a clear 
advance upon the performance of his 
predecessor in the championship. His 
“high run” was exactly equal to MuL- 
LEN’s. But that does not count. A high 
run may be more or less of a lucky 
fluke, and in fact MULLEN’s high run, 
which POGGENBURG could only equal, 
was far surpassed by two other players 
in the same tournament in which it was 
made. It is the grand average that tells 
the story. PoGGENBURG’s grand average 
was 8.56, about a quarter of a point 
better than MULLEN’s. His best single 
average was 13 14-22, a little more than 
three points better. 

But the advance in billiards is not 
measured by that difference mainly. The 
heroes of old times, PHELAN and KAVA- 
NAGH, never made, at straight billiards, 
such averages.as the best of the ama- 
teurs aré now making at billiards re- 
stricted tO prevent the making of long 
runs by rail play or other forms of close 
nursing. Neither did the next genera- 
tion, that in which MELVIN Foster and 
the Drons were the best perforniers. It 
is, of course, SCHAEFER who has been 
most conspicuous in ‘‘ beating the game ”’ 
and in causing artificial difficulties to 
be introduced into it—ScHAEFER and 
Stosson. They remain, in this country, 
in a class by themselves, into which 
Ives alone broke, and into which SuTTon 
now shows an intention and some prom- 
ise of breaking. But it seems quite safe 
to say that: PoGGENBURG’s game, and 
not his only, but the games of three or 
four other amateurs, are better billiards 
than anybody played thirty years ago. 
In billiards the improvement in material 
appliances within this interval has not 
been marked, as it has been, for exam- 
ple, in the trotting turf. The cushions 
were probably about as accurate and 
the cues nearly as capable of executing 
the wishes of the player in 1870 as they 
are now. The real improvement is in the 
breed of billiard players. Whether this 
is a matter for congratulation or for 
condolence, according to HERBERT SPEN- 
cER’s famous saying, as supplying more 
extensive ‘evidences of a misspent 
youth,” there can be no question about 
the fact. 


TORPEDO PROBLEMS. 

We have received no confirmation of 
the report that the Russians recently de- 
stroyed three of their own torpedo 
boats by gunfire from the Port Arthur 
forts; but, as such a mishap is one of 
the desperate chances that necessarily 
belong to torpedo boat service, there is 
no improbability in the story. 

The torpedo boat's -commander can 
hope to sink an enemy's ship only by 
approaching within torpedo range un- 
seen and unheard. Hence he prefers 
darkness, accompanied by fog or rain. 
Then, if ever, he may expect to escape 
the rays of the persistent and inquisitive 
searchlight and the rain of shells that 
would ingtantly be hurled at him if his

prey. The marvelous accuracy of the 
‘rapid-fire gun leaves small chance of 
safety for a torpedo boat whose pres- 
encé within a mile of a hostile battle- 
ship has been discovered, or even sus- 
pected. 

But a fleet at anchor does not—indeed, 
dares not—depend for protection upon 
its guns alone. 
the rain the searchlights may be ren- 
dered ineffective to penetrate the gloom

lenses, and boats that can run a sea 
mile in two minutes or less may dash in 


upoh a fleet, umseen by evén the most | 


watchful lookout. Consequently the tor- 
pedo boat destroyers of the threatened 


| squadron must keep moving around the 


anchored ships, ready to sink any of the 
enemy’s craft that may try to take them 
by surprise. But the same silence and 
invisibility that are essential to the suc- 
cess of torpedo boat attack are equally 
important to the defense. If the destroy- 
ers should carry Hghts or make visual 
or audible signals to their own squad- 
ron, they would also reveal themselves 
to the enemy. They must. patrol in se- 
cret, therefore, and no more to friend 
than to foe must they make known their 
whereabouts. 

It necessarily follows that if the search- 
lights of a threatened battleship “ pick 
up” on the surface of the water a dark 
object within torpedo range, the rapid- 
fire gfins of ship or fort may send the 
intruder to the bottom without having 
or taking time to determine the identity 
of the victim. : 
| This is a danger recognized as inevita- 
| ble by all experts.* The officers and men 

who serve in either torpedo boats or de- 

stroyers take double chances of death, 
because. few or none may hope to escape 
if their craft be sunk, and they may be- 
come targets for either combatant—pos- 
sibly even for both. 
The intensg devotion of the Japanese 
to their country and their indifference to 
death make. them ideal masters of tor- 
pedo boat attack, and, by those who 
i knew’ them best, their success in this 
line of duty at Port Arthur was expected 
and even foretold before the event. In 
time of war the hatchway of torpedo 
boats should bear the well-known in- 
scription over the Inferno: ‘“‘ Leave hope 
behind, ye who etter here.” r 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——In all that has been talked and printed 
about the ‘‘ exodus” of farmers from our 
Northwestern States across the line into 
Canada, we have not chanced to see a 
single reference to what is, perhaps, quite 
the most important significance of the 
movement. The Canadians have worried a 
lot about the political consequences that 
can be expected to follow an “ invasion ”’ 
by so many energetic men with ideas of 
government unlike their own, and in this 
country people have tearfully lamented the 
loss of citizens so desirable. Now, it is 
entirely certain that these particular emi- 
grants will find their political status in 
their new homes too much like that they 
have abandoned to become even thé mildest 
of revolutionists, and, as for the grievous- 
ness of our loss, that—well, one can safely 
doubt if it is so very great., For, as a 
matter of fact, these men have been forced 
to pull up stakes and move north, as their 
kind have so long been moving west, sim- 
ply because, as producers of grain, they 
have followed the plan of our cattle raisers 
and lumbermen—exploiting ngtural  re- 
sources that ought to have een inex- 
haustible, and doing it in a way so reck- 
lessly improvident that what seems to them 
to be exhaustion has come in less than a 
single generation. We have been extremely 
proud of our enormous wheatfields in the 
West, and have praised the men who 
; reaped them for providing the world with 
| food, but theirs has been farming of the 

very worst kind, since it consisted of tak- 

ing as much as possible from the land 
| without putting back anything whatever. 
The profits of ‘to-morrow have been ruth- 
lessly sacrificed for those of to-day, and 
mow they are going up into Canada to play 
for a few years longer the game, worthy 
only of savages. of skinning new land and 
leaving it bare and useless. It would 
vastly astonish most people to discover, as 
they could if they. chose to look-in the 
census reports, that the “ worn-out” fields 
of rocky New England produce three or 
four times more grain per acre—when they 
produce any—than do the haughty States 
of the Northwest, where farming is on a 
scale of magniftgent proportions.- The pro- 
portions are, indeed, magnificent, but it 
isn’t farming in any reasonable interpre- 
tation of that word, being much more like 
mining, ‘nr which everything is«taken. until 
nothing is left except beautifully engraved 
pieces of needlessly durable paper. Scien- 
tific agriculturists will replace these gentry 
sooner or later, and the new-land folks, 
having refused to drown themselves in the 
Taci.ic Ocean, will freeze to death at last 
in the arctic regions. 


—It much behooves people to remember 
while they are making covert insinuations 
or op@n charges of bribery against the New 
York Aldermen for giving to the West- 
chester road what they refused to the Port 
Chester, that for every bribetaker there is 
a bribegiver, and that the latter, to say 
the very least—and absurdly little—of him 
is as bad as the former. If corruption ex- 
ists in the Board of Aldermen fully as 
much exists outside of that body, among 
men against whom nobody is saying any- 
thing at all, either openly or covertly. 
That apparently is because of a survival 
among us of the delusion whereby the emi- 
nent JacoB SHARP excused himself and 
found others willing to excuse him—the de- 
lusion that when a thing in itself moderately 
proper cannot be obtained by proper means, 
resort may innocently be had to means in 
themselves decidedly improper. As betweén 
the two corporations that wanted permis- 
sion to cross the Bronx streets the public 
has no particular preference, and it has, 
perhaps, a lurking suspicion that neither of 
them was organi from motives purely 


| altruistic, but the facts show that one of 


these corporations, whatever else it may 
have done or n, has not invested in New 
York Alde n, while the other is certain- 
ly obnoxious to every accusation that has 
been made against the City Fathers. That 
is not to say that bribes have been given 
and taken; it is only to say that those who 
cannot see any other explanation of the 
course of the Aldermen in granting the 
Westchester application than the current 
one, ought in common fairness.to divide 
into two parcels the obloquy they are dis- 
tributing so freely. 


——Nobody could have read yesterday our 
report of the sermon preached the day be- 
fore in the Russian Church on Ninety- 
seventh Street without obtaining new and 
clearer comprehension of the Russian Em- 
pire and the peculiarities of a part, per- 
haps a majority, of the Russian people 
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which permit that empiré to remain what 
it is. For, with all due respect to Bishop 
TIKHON—and nobody ever hinted that he is 
not a good man, deserving a lot of it—the 
| sermon was a really remarkable demon- 
; Stration of ability to see things as they cer- 
| tainly axe not, and the enthusiasm with 
which its obvious absurdities were received, 
| if it did not exactly‘explain why men will 
i let themselves be governed by what in a 
| new phrase is called ‘‘the Russian Insti- 
' tution,” did at least explain why that insti- 
tution can still govern them. The good 
Bishop presented, first of all, as @ spur to, 
patriotism, the argument that “ Christian 
Russia is fighting pagan Japan,” and the 
amazing thing is that the cogency of that 
| argument was admitted by adults living 
right here in New York. Then the congre- 
gation was asked to disbelieve all the news- 
paper dispatches about Japanese victories 
for the reason that “‘ the brave soldiers and 
sailors, fighting for the Czar, the Holy 
! Church, Holy Russia, and her holy cause, 
‘ simply couldn't have been at war for a 
week against a heathen foe without win- 
ning a single battle! That is certainly the 
i limit of inconsequence, and one has no 
wonder left)for the good Bishop's belated 
exploitation of the ‘ treacherous attack 
theory, or his picture of Russia as @ bul- 
| wark of civilization. It surely does take peo- 
ple of many kinds to make a world, and 
| fine bushy, whiskers do sometimes £° with 
very childish minds. 


——Such few men as have given any 
thought to the question why a judicious ap- 
plication of soap diminishes the agonies of 
shaving have probably solved the problem 
to their own complete satisfaction when 
they guessed that the soap “softens” the 
beard, and so makes easy the way for the 
subsequent steel. This theory is attacked 
by a scientific person who lately took the 
trouble to find out by actual observation 
just what the soap did to the bristles to 
which it is applied. ‘‘ He,’’ says The Medical 
Journal, “ examined microscopically a dry 
hair from an unshaven chin and another 
duly saponified secundum artem by our an- 
cient confrére, the barber. The result of 
this treatment is apparently the conversion 
of the hair into a firm, elastic tube contain- 
ing a quantity of drying soap,:the whole af- 
fording the necessary resistance to a cut- 
ting edge. Soap does not soften the beard, 
therefore, but partly stiffens it. Readers of 
‘The Talisman’ will remember how Saladin 
surpassed Richard I.’s performance with a 
two-handed sword on a mace by severing 
with his Damascus cimeter a veil floating 
in the air. In the days of Damascus 
‘blades, doubtless, soap was unnecessary ‘to 
the barbers of Bagdad, and assumed its 
present prominence in our scheme of civill- 
zation only when some Oriental Yankee 
threw a panic into the steel industry by 
the invention of potmetal.’’ So says science, 
but we have our doubts that there ever 
was a time when the barbers of Bagdad or 
elsewhere had razors so good that they 
could scrape dry chins without using an 


anaesthetic. 


MEN RELUCTANT TO MARRY. 


Bachelor’s Reasons Why Some Do Not 
Pay Court to Women. 


To the ditor of The New York Times: 

Miss Dorothy Dix in your paper of this 
day ends a long discourse reciting her mis- 
taken quppositions on the subject of ‘‘ The 
Reason Men Do Not Marry,” by saying that 
the real reason is because they do not want 
to. That is about the only correct idea in 
her whole article. 

Now why is it that they do not want to 
marry? The reasons are easy to find. The 
strong-minded leaders of the female sex 
have been for years rushing to the Legisla- 
tures. and the courtS and securing laws 
and common law court decisions that make 
a husband a slave to his wife, and provide 
a prison for the poor man who dares to dis- 
obey these new-fangled laws. ,Courtship is 
hedged with the fear-of breach of promise 
suits, marriage has menacing over it sep- 
arate support for the wife whenever some 
quarrel causes her to leave him, Our news- 
papers gre full of these cases, also of di- 
vorce cases with enormous weekly ali- 
mony payments to the wife and prison for 
the husband if the cash is not regularly 
forthcoming. These things scare decent, 
economical, hard-working men, and the re- 
sult is’ that they prefer to keep out of a 
marriage trap that may bring all these dire 
things upon their heads. 

All that the average man of good sense 
wants is a healthy wife, able and willing to 
k@ep house and to make a good mother. 
The fancy education is not in demand; it is 
rather feared because the tendency of 
highly educated women is to become extrav- 
agant, and to spend money beyond their hus- 
bands’ means of supply. In short, the men 
want to make marriage a success with the 
limited cash means at ‘their command, and 
they want the courts and the Legislatures to 
keep their hands off their family affairs. 
This rushing of the women to the lawyers’ 
offices to prosecute every poor wretch of an 
admirer who has failed to marry them, or 
to prosecute about every third man who 
has married them, has become a terror. 


Every new case reported has probably 
broken off several matches that were in 
process of being made up. That being the 
real state of the case, the women never 
realize it, and set their heads to wondering 
why the men leave them alone, and won- 
der why President-Roosevelt.talks of race 
suicide. 

The disease has become so deeply 
grafted on our laws that I despair of ever 
seeing a change, in my lifetime at least. 
Perhaps the next generation may find a 
supply of wives who will not be armed with 
such oppressive laws, and who will not be as 
costly to support as the present set. Let 
us hope that it may come to that, and they 
may be happy, but that is not for us.

EFFECT OF NEGRO EDUCATION. 


Facts are worth more than theories as 
to such a question as the effect of edu- 
cation on the negroes of the South. 
Theories on the one side and on the other 
are easily formed, and facts are not 
readily to be had. It was, therefore, am 

| €xcellent idea in Mr, BookER T. WaASH- 
; INGTON to make a systematic inquiry 
| into this subject among representative 
; White men. of the South, speaking from 
| their observation in their own communi- 
ties. He sent out eleven questions to 
| 136 such men in the old slave States, 
and in his address at the. Armstrong 
meeting last week he reported the an- 
Swers he had received. 

The questions were directed to two 
chief points, whether education, so far 
as it had been given, had improved the 
capacity and the character of the ne- 
groes, and whether it had improved their 
opportunity for self-support. Each corre- 
spondent was asked the following ques- 
tions, and the answers are. given to 
each: 

1. Has education made the negro a more 
useful citizen? 

Answer—Yes, 121; no, 4; unanswered, 11. 

2. Has it made him moré economical and 
more inclined to acquire wealth? 

Answer—yYes, 98; no, 14; unanswered, 24. 

3. Does it make him a more valuable 
workman, especially where skill and thought 
are required? 

Answer—Yes, 132; no, 2; unanswered, 2. 

4. Do well-trained, skilled negro workmen 
find any difficulty in securing work in your 
community? 

Answer—No, 117; yes, 4; unanswered, 15. 

5, Are colored:men in business patronized 
by the whites in your community? 

Answer—Yes, 92; no, 9; unanswered, 35. 
(The large number of cases in which this 

} question ‘was not answered is due toscarcity 
of business men.) 

6. Is there any opposition to the colored 
people’s buying land in your community? 

Answer—No, 128; yes, 3; unanswered, 5. 

7. Has education improved the morals of 
the black race? 

Answer—Yes, 97; no, 20; unanswered, 19. 

8. Has it made his religion less emotional 
and more practical? 

Answer—Yes, 101; no, 16; unanswered, 19. 

9. Is it, as a rule, the ignoragt or the edu- 
cated who commit crime? 

Answer—Ignorant, 115; 
answered, 17. ‘ 

10. Does crime grow less as education 
increases among the colored people? 

Answer—Yes, 102; no, 19; unanswered, 15. 

11. Is the moral growth of the negro equal 
to his mental growth? 

Answer—yYecs, 55; no, 46; unanswered, 35. 

Taking the ten questions other than 
No. 5, Dr. WaSHINGTON received an 
average of 106 answers favorable to the 
effect of education on the negro and on 
his chance to earn a living, while he bad 
only 13 unfavorable, and an average of 
17 who failed to answer. In other words, 
the favorable answers from representa- 
tive white observérs, reporting on the 
facts in their own communities, were as 
eight to one compared with the unfavor- 
able. That is certainly an impressive 
mass of testimony. 

We think our readers will agree that 
this was a pretty bold inquest for a col- 
ored teacher to enter upon. It will be 

; noted that the questions are not in any 
way obscure. They are direct and 
searching. They go directly to the point 
of the objections made by the opponents 
of negro education. Furthermore, the 
questions were addressed to the effect of 
education generally and not confined to 
the effect of the kind of education given 
at Tuskegee and at. Hampton. Had they 
been confined to the latter, there is little 
reason to doubt that the answers would 
have been still more favorable, for there 
is certainly more efficacy in that sort of 
teaching than in any other. The show- 
ing, then, is remarkable, impressive’ and 
encouraging. It sustains the inference 
that the practical industrial education of 
the negro is the best possible contribu- 
tion to the most pressing need of- the

PANAMA VOTE ON FEB. 23. 


Senate Agreement Assures Passage of 
‘the Canal Treaty.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Senate 
agreed to-day to take the vote on the Pan- 
ama treaty a week from to-morrow. This 
agreement was reached in executive session 
immediately after the Senate was called to 
order at noon. The Chaplain, Edward. Ev- 
erett Hale, spoke feelingly of Senator Han- 
na in’ the opening prayer. There was a 
most impressive silence during the execu- 
tive session, and. the open session fol- 
lowing when Senator Cullom arose and in a 
tremulous voice made the formal motion 
that the vote be taken Feb. 23. 

The executive session hardly occupied. ten 
minutes, and it was called simply to learn 
whether there was any Senator who still de- 
sired to be heard in regard to the treaty. 
This had reference to Senator Morgan, 
whose limitless resources of information on 
the canal question always. command the 
profound respect of the Senate. Mr. Mor- 
gan did not wish to say anything further, 
although there was much that he might 
have wished to say in opposition to the 


treaty. 

It was uppermost in every Senator's mind, 
and there was utterance in conversation all 
over the chamber as the Senate met that 
Senator Hanna had been the foremost 
arte nig a os the Panama rout, and it was 
due to hi§ trenchant arguments that the 
tide was turned against the Nicaragua 
route, after the House had passed a bill 
authorizing the construction of the Nicar- 
agua canal. 

The agreement to vote on the treaty is es- 
sentially the end of the controversy. All 
the Republican Senators have expressed 
their intention to vote in the affirmative, 
and but seven Democrats have adhered to 
the purpose of*voting against, the treaty. 
These are Bailey and Culbersgh of Texas: 
Teller and Patterson of Colorado; Morgan 
and Pettus of Alabama, and Daniel of Vir- 
ginia.. This» would add twenty-six Demo- 
cratic votes to the fifty-six Republican 
votes for the treaty, making elghty-two 
votes, or twenty-two more than two-thirds. 

There will, in all Hadewer ery be a va- 
cancy in the seat hitherto held by Senator 
Hanna, as it is not to be expected that the 
Ohio Legislature will choose a Senator in 
the interval before the treaty is voted upon 


NUNS AID INJURED. DRIVER. 


| Extricated from Debris of a Wagon, 
Their Thought Is for Him. 


Extricated by bystanders from the wreck- 
age of a wagon that had been smashed by* 
a trolley car, two Little Sisters of the Poor, 

' regardless of any hurts they may them- 
selves have suffered, and of their torn gar- 
ments, hastened to the assistance of Henry 
Bradley, the aged driver of the wagon, 
who had been hurled to the street and lay 
there with a stalp wound and a possible 
fracture of the skull. 

Sisters- Joseph and Alex had left the 
home of their order at 213 Hast Seventeenth 
Street in a covered wagon to make collec- 
tions. On Third Avenue , between Eighty- 


ninth and Ninetieth Streets, the driver 
swung his vehicle in front of a north-bound 
ear, which he had not noticed coming up 
behind him. Motorman Daniel Lewis of 
166 Bleecker Street tried to stop, but the 
ear hit the wagon with sufficient force to 
demolish it. 

Bradley, who is seventy-four years old, 
was taken in an ambulance to the Presby- 
terian Hospital, while the Little Sisters re- 
turned home on a car.

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GIVES UP SEAT IN HOUSE 


Mr. Shafroth of Colorado Says He 
Was Elected by Fraud. 


Women Voted Iilegally—Retiring Mem- 
ber Exonerated. from Blame—Re- 
publican Opponent Seated. 


Special to The New York Times. : 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.~A remarkable 
an@ probably unprecedented scene in the 
House -of Representatives: was witnessed 
to-day when Representative John F. Shaf- 
roth (Dem.) of Colorado, declaring that he 
had been convinced he was illegally elected, 
gave up his seat to the Republican con- 
testant; Robert W. Bonynge. Mr. Shafroth 
was cheered by both sides’ of the House; 
and as he sat down, there was a genetal 
rush by Republicans and Democrats to con= 
gratulate him and bid him good-bye. Mr. 


Shafroth has been in the House eight years. 

In his speech Mr. Shafroth declared that if 
he were a Judge sitting on his own case 
| he would have to decide against himself. 


A curious feature of the case is that, ac- 
cording to the evidence, much of the fraud 
committed in Mr. Shafroth’s district was-com- 
mitted by women. The gentler sex votes 
in Colorado, and, according to the evidence, 
voted early, often, and for Mr. Shafroth 
in squads of repeaters. 

Rising to a question of personal privi= 
lege, Mr. Shafroth told how the ballots 
had been shipped’ to Washington, and how 
& week had been given him to ‘examine 
them, before argument was begun. : 

“On. Thursday afternoon,” he said, “I 
commenced examining the batlots,,end con= 
tinued Going so through Friday and Sate 
urday. I do not believe that 2,792 illegal 
votes were cast, (that being my majority as 
returned,) yet my examination disclosed 
the fact that the assurances which I ree 
ceived as to the regularity of: the votes 
many of the precincts were not true, a 
that there were illegal votes therein which 
tainted the polls. 

“ That fact was a hitter disappointment 
to me. The law is that when a _poll‘is 
tainted py fraud, and it is impossible to 
purge the poll of the fraudulent yotes, the 
vote of the entire precinct, legal and ille- 
gal, must be thrown out. That being. the 
law, I-must say that if I were a Judge 
vpon the bench, considering this case, I 
‘would be compelled/to find that, according 
to law, Mr. Bonynge is entitled to the seat. 

I therefore say to this House that it 
can seat Mr. Bonynge at its earliest con- 
venience.” 

Mr. Olmsted of Pennsylvania, the Repub- 
fican Chairman of the Elections Commit- 
tee, made a speech in which he said: 

There was nowhere any charge reflect- 
ing upon Mr. Shafroth’s honor or the pro- 
priety of his conduct. Indeed, the con- 
testant éxpressly admitted before the com- 
mittee that he had no allegation whatever 
to make against Mr. Shafroth, but that he 
believed his conduct to have been entirely 
proper and fair.”’ 

Mr. Olmsted said the committee was not 
ready to report on the case, but Mr. Shaf- 
roth asked unanimous: consent for the ime 
mediate consideration of. a resolution u 
seating him and seating Mr. Bonynge. Th 
resolution was accordingly preparéd on the 
spot and adopted, and Mr. Shafroth’s con- 
Becton with the House terminated forth- 
with.

Famitiar Paste Jewels of French 
Vaudeville Comedy. 


But Harmless, Very Scintiliant, and 
Acted by an Admirable 
Company. 


All that glitters may not be gold; but 
“Glittering Gloria,” which opened last 
might at Daly’s, has a full complement of 
the paste jewels of what the French call 
vaudeville comedy; and merrily scintillant 
gems those are. 

It is described on the progremme as “a 
comedy with music, in three acts’; and 
it is said to be written by Hugh 
Morton, As to the latest incarnation 
this last is true enough. But the 
situations of which it is made (with an 
addea& touch, no doubt, of Gallic salt, here 
wisely omitted) have done time again and 
again on the Parisian stage, which means, 
of course, that their power of provoking 
laughter is considerable. In adapting them 
to the Anglo-American boards Mr, Morton 
has been both expert and discreet. The re- 
sult is an evening of thé lightest, most fa- 
miliar, and most irresistible amusement. 

Gloria glitters on the comic opera stage 
and off it. The first act has to do with 
the purchase of a diamond necklace for her 
—price a thousand pounds—at.a Bond Street 
jeweler’s. There are four admirers, all vie- 
ing in the purchase, and the course of their 
rival bargaining is troubled by the arrival 
of the wife and the fiancée of the successful 
purchasers. Hush scandal! Those are what 
Hoggenheimer calls platonic jewelry, and 
there is scarcely a suggestion of even pla- 
tonic love. It were wiser not to describe 
Mr. Morton’s scheme for working up the 
Situation and extracting fun out of it; but 
it all comes out and scores in the acting. 

The second act is in Gloria’s flat. The 
piece de resistance is a bull pup of Mr. 
Ferdinand Gottschalk’s, who is an amiable 
pup in most circumstances, but whom the 
sight of a red necktie affects ,after the 
manner of the most unamiable bull. Now, 
Cyril Scott, Percy Ames, and Forrest Rob- 
inson all wear red neckties, and one after 
another they are encountered off the stage 
by that bull pup with tremendously audi- 
ble results, that, in the case of Mr. Scott 
and Mr. Ames, presently become visible to 
the joy of the audience. 

Their wives are out flat hunting, and 
when, in the course of vaudeville nature, 
they happen in, it becomes necessary for 
the two attered gentlemen to take refuge 
in Gloria’s trunks, in which thy are 
promptly rolled upen a truck and wheeled 
off to the railway station. 

The last act is in the baggage room at 
Euston, and reveals how the captives are 
liberated, even though a railway accident 


has to be invented to explain the ravages 
of Mr. Gottschalk’s bull pup. 

These farcical situations are deftly hand- 
led, and written up with no little aptness 
of wit. But it is the abundance of humor- 
ous stage business and the acting that 
give the piece its force. 

Mr. Gottschalk is at his highly artistic 
best in the character gf a rural solicitor 
dangling in the train of Gloria. Forrest 
Robinson, best known in rural melodrama, 
is an amorous Texan who flourishes the ac- 
customed mustache and revolvers with tre- 
mendous effect. Cyril Scott is the mildly 
errant husband. As the fiancé Mr. Ames 
gives a delicious version of the silly ass 


of the Huntley type.

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“FAUST” AT THE OPERA 
Naval Makes Good Impression in 
the Title Role. 


Miss Ackte, Prevented by Indisposition 
from Making Her Debut, Replaced 
by Mme. Seygard. 


This opera season is unlike other opera 
seasons in a number of ways; but in none 
more corspicuously than in the fact that 
“Faust” has had to wait: till the thirteenth 
week before it has been given at the Opera 
House, The coming of Miss Ackté and Mr. 
Naval was to be signalized by their appear- 
ance together in Gounod’s masterpiece, 
which the exigencies of the season had 
caused to be put off till so late in the sea- 
son. But the rigors of the New York cli- 
mate were destined to prevent it, by put- 
ting Miss Ackté’s voice out of condition be- 
fore she had had an opportunity of dis- 
playing it to the public at all. The red pla- 
card at the entrance brought disappoint- 
ment to the arriving audience in announc- 
ing Miss Ackté’s indisposition, and the 
substitution for her of Mme. Seygard. 

Interest was thus contred upon the ap- 
pearance of Mr. Naval as Faust and of 
Miss Edyth Walker, who was also a new- 
comer, so far as her impersonation of 
Siebel was concerNed. Mr. Naval’s at- 
tractive stage presence, his grace and free- 
dom of bearing, fit him for the part, and 
they worked in his favor as far as they 
went. He does not get very far below the 
surface of things in his acting, but he is 
an agreeable figure. So far as his voice 
was concerned, he made a somewhat better 
impression than he did at his first appear- 
ance in ‘*‘ Die Weisse Dame” on Saturday. 
At least he sang with more power and with 
a somewhat more vibrant and expressive 
quality than he did on that occasion. And 
he was much more constantly in tune, 
which was an important point to the good. 
But there was even with this improvement 
much to be desired in Mr. Naval’s exhibition 
of his art as a singer who is expected to 
sustain the chief tenor réles in the class of 
opera to which he is to be assigned for the 
rest of the season. There were felt not 
only the lack of purity and beauty in his 
voice, but the throaty and _ constricted 
method of emission that not infrequently 
interferes with the effect that it might 
otherwise have. And there is too often 
much to question in the taste of his phras- 
ing, sometimes even in the changes he 
makes in the musical text, and in his use of 
the falsetto and occasionally of an over- 
emphasized parlando. 

Miss Walker made an admirable Siebel, 
though rather femininely than boyishly 
vivacious. Her beautiful voice gave much 
pleasure in her performance of the music 


of Siebel, which was full-throated and 
lavish in its outpouring of tone. Mr. Plan- 
con was welcomed gladly in his old part 
of Mephistopheles. e was in fine voice, 
and for the first/time in weeks had an op- 
portunity to contribute to the ensemble 
of the metropolitan stage singing of nobly 
beautiful tone and exquisitely finished vo- 
calization, and an interpretation that is 
full of vigor and character on well-known 
lines. Mr. Scotti was the Valentine, making 
of it a finely drawn study in dramatic 
values, especially in the death scene that 
he makes so deeply tragic. 

Mme. Seygard’s Marguerite is winsome

FELIX WEINGARTNER HEARD. 


Chamber Music at Carnegie Hall—Other 
Artists Also Take Part. 


Mr. Felix Weingartner plays the piano | 


besides conducting and composing, and as 
a pianist and composer he was brought 
forward yesterday afternoon in a concert 
of chamber music given at Carnegie Hall. 
It might almost be said that he also exer- 
cised to a certain extent his function as a 
conducting, fgf the one piece of concerted 
music that was played was so dominated by 
him as to have something the effect of be- 
ing his own particular reading. The concert 
was one to raise doubts as to its artistic 
propriety and necessity on the part of 


those who esteem chamber music for its | 


own sake and who appreciate the worth of 
the admirable artists who took part in it. 
They were, besides Mr. Weingartner, Miss 
Susan Metcalfe, Mr. David Bispham, Mr. 
Jacques Thibaud, and Mr. Paul Kefér. The 
last named took the place, for a reason 
not explained upon the slip in the pro- 
gramme announcing the substitution, of 
Mr. Pablo Casalo, ‘cellist, an artist of fine 
acquirements, whose single public appear- 
ance in Mr. Franko’s concert caused a de- 
sire to hear more of his playing. 

But Carnegie Hall is a place utterly un- 
suited for the music that was given there 
at this concert; and though there was a 
large audience present, it seemed hardly 
attuned to the intimate spirit that ought 
to prevail at such a concert. The pro- 
gramme opened with Beethoven's piano trio 
in D major, Op. 70, played by Messrs, Thi- 
baud, Kefér, and eingartner. The per- 
formance was an interesting one, although 
the styles and artistic nature of the vio- 
linist and the pianist had not much in com. 
mon, and although, further, many of its 
effects were dissipated in the spaces of the 
hall, Mr, Weingartner plays, as might be 
expected, not as a pianist, although his 
technical equipment was shown to be well 
developed, but rather as a conductor plays; 
as one bent upon the spirit rather. than 
upon the letter of the work. At certain 
points, especially in the first movement, 
there might have been some question as to 
the prominence given to the piano part. 
But there was an _ invigorating spirit 
through it all, a breadth and freedom, an 
accent of authority that made the perform- 
ance a pleasure to hear. 

Of Mr. Weingartner’s songs Miss Metcalfe 
sang three and Mr. Bispham five. He is 
not an innovator in his conception of the 
Lied, and follows the more conservative 
path rather than the daring experimental 
courses of some of the modern ng writ- 
ers. They denote a clever but not a re- 
markable talent; they are well written, ex- 
pressive for the voice, and with many fpict- 
uresque touches in the accompaniment. 
Both Miss Metcalfe and Mr. Bispham sang 
them with sympathy and sincere apprecia- 
tion of them, and of course Mr. Weingart- 
ner played the accompaniments beautifully. 
The greatest pleasure was given by the 
third of the set of “‘ Blumenlieder”’ that 
Miss Metcalfe sang, Nelken, a quaint bit 
of humor and sentiment charmin ex- 
pressed. which she had to repeat. There is 

reeadth and fine feeling in “‘ Ich denke oft 
an’s blaue Meer,” and a significant repre- 
sentation of the mood of the verse in 
** Alles ist Still,” in Mr. Bispham’s group. 

Mr. Thibaud played several solos with the 
delightful refinement and poetic style that 
have won him admiration this season be- 
fore, and Mr. Kefér displayed a fine tone 
and a finished technique in his solo pieces,

One of the curb brokers tried yesterday to 
while away the weary hours between sales 
by making preparations for an impromptu 
performance of the graveyard scene from 
“Hamlet.”

A little 
grave bore the inscription ‘‘ Pee Wee Pol- 
lock.” The last résting place of ‘‘ Bill Gal- 
lagher,” the Irish lad, was decorated with 
orange peels.

Currie-I am not dead, but sleeping.” 
“Sam” was to have been married on the 
morrow, and when his bachelor friends 
saw his name on the grave they danced 
mournfully around, strewing it with flow- 
ers and singing:

He held the same appointment 
to the International Medical Congress and 
Congress for Hygiene at Paris in 1900, and 
published many papers on bacteria, disin- 
fectants and hygienic problems, and on the 
various antitoxins, tuberculosis being per- 
haps his especial study. He was a member 
of the Metropolitan, Cosmos, and Chev 
Clubs, and of various scientific, chemical, 
and bacteriological societies, both American 
and foreign.

make a market. There were several de- 
velopments yesterday well adapted to 
move many stocks, but they were offset 
by others of different tenor, and hence 
the situation was confused rather than 


clarified. Take the Baltimore news, for 


instance. There were reports of activity 
in reconstruction, contracts for work be- 
ing announced as pending and closed. 
But this stimulus was more than offset 
by reports of receiverships for two Bal- 
timore insurance companies, and esti- 
mates that Baltimore would need from 
$7,000,000 to $10,000,000 of funds from 
New York. There was nothing indefi- 
nite or inconclusive about.these reports; 
the singed and scorched securities res- 
cued from the ruins were passing over 
the counters of credit institutions. Nor 


was this the first or sole sign of demands | 


on the money markets. There were defi- 
nite reports of orders for iron and steel 
based on loans recently placed, and there 
were further reports of banking embar- 
rassments through inability to secure 
accommodation. No less than 
West Virgimia banks were reported as 
in difficulties along with a contracting 
company of some importance. For quite 
a little time these reports of difficulties 
among interior banks and trust com- 
panies have been a matter of daily oc- 
currence. No one’of them is of much 
significance, but taken together their ef- 
fect is not sedative. 

The ‘railway news was similarly mixed 
in its cHaracter. Not only is a serious 
soft coal strike brought nearer day by 
day; ‘prices in that trade are being cut 
as the result of overproduction. It is, 
therefore, difficult to draw any inference 
of advantage to the anthracite trade, 
such as the bituminous industry enjoyed 
as the result of scarcity and dear prices 
following the anthracite strike. The 
Brie’s report for the December quarter 
is not cheerful. Admittedly, comparison 
with last year’s phenomenal profits is 
unfair, but, passing over 1902, the defi- 
cit for 1903 compares with good sur- 
pluses in 1901 and 1900. On the other 
hand, the Monday talks by railway traf- 
fic managers were good reading. None 
of them reported any deficiency of traf- 
fic; the difficulty is in moving it under 
wintry conditions. 

The commodity markets 
their accustomed sharp contrast with the 
dullness on the Stock Exchange. Wheat 
sold here at a dollar amid cheers, and 
yet the sequel to the last quotation at 
that price was not entirely happy. If 
the rise signified a response to the war 
news, implying exports at full prices, the 
cheers might be sympathetically echoed. 
But the war news is only a minor factor, 
and the fictitious price signifies no prof- 
its to our farmers, nor any addition to 
our foreign credits. The collapse in the 
cotton market is equally consistent with 
the war news and with daily develop- 
ments antagonistic to the _ short-crop 
theory. A crop which is short and late 
ought to stop coming to market, but this 
one does not.» Senator Hanna’s appre- 
hended death was depressing rather 
sympathetically thar specifically, and 
the false report of the Kaiser's illness 
was not contradicted until it had had its 
effect through disturbance of foreign 
markets. The advance of the Russian 
Bank rate to 5% per cent. is a warning 
that the effects of the war may soon 
become concrete instead of abstract.

/ WALL STREET TOPICS. 


To say that the stock market yesterday 
was duller than it was on Saturday is to 
brand it as the most uninteresting day 
that Wall Street has seen in a long time, 
but such was the case. During the first 
two hours less than 80,000 shares were. dealt 
in, the total for the whole day was 
only 172,812 shares, the smallest total 
shown since Oct. 350 last, when 167,451 
shares were traded in.

The absence of 
selling pressure has been cofmmented upon 
for some time past, and those who are

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CUBAN LOAN IS PLOATED| 


Speyer & Co. Receive Subscrip- 
tions Exceeding $35,000,000. 


Mutual Life to Get Considerable Amount 
Large Part for Foreign Speyer 
Connections. 


With subscriptions largely exceeding the 
amount offered, the $35,000,000 Cuban loan 
was placed yesterday by the banking firm 
of Speyer & Co., the successful bidders, 
through ea syndicate of interests here and 
abroad formed by the bankers for that pur- 
pose, The offerings of bonds were said to 
have been applied for with an eagerness 
seldom shown on similar proposals, 

The Mutual Life Insurance Company and 
the New York Life Insurance Company are 
both members of the syndicate, and it is 
understood that the former has subscribed 
heavily to the issue. In this city also are 
subscriptions of Lazard Fréres, Harvey 
Fisk & Sons, and several other firms. The 
First National Bank of Chicago is a mem- 
ber of the syndicate, as are the Girard 
Trust Company of Philadelphia and the 
Old Colony Trust Company of Boston. 

In Europe Speyer Brothers of London, 
Peixeria des Mattos Brothers in Amsterdam, 
L. Speyer-Ellissen, the Deutsche Bank, and 
Jacob S. H. Stern in Germany, and the 
Banque Francaise in Paris are members of 
the syndicate, as are also H. Upmann & 
Co., of Havana, who will probably be the 
fiscal agents there for the handling of the 
several payments. 

The payments by the Cuban Government 
will be made monthly, and the principal and 
interest here will be paid in gold at the of- 
fice of Speyer & Co. Abroad the install- 
ments will be paid in sterling, marks, and 
francs through the European connections of 
Speyer & Co. 

It is understood that about $20,000,000 was 
placed directly by Speyer & Co., and on this 
the subscriptions aggrégated something 
like $40,000,000, The figures at which the 
loan was placed with the syndicate are not 
made public at present, the entire $35,000,- 
000 having been taken by the bankers at 
90%, one-half of 1 per cent. above the mini- 
mum placed by the Cuban Government on 
the bids. 

Another point that has not been cleared 
up as yet is the question whether the va- 
rious other bidders, including the National 
City Bank-Kuhn-Loeb group, the Morgans, 
and the so-called “ private’’ syndicate 
withdrew from the bidding at the end. 

It was suggested in banking circles yes- 
terday that the apparent haste in making 
the award was more than likely due to the 
fact that the Speyer offer was backed by 
arrangements already made to place a large 
part of the loan in Europe, and an immedi- 
ate acceptance of it thereby discounted the 
disturbing influence of war possibilities on 
the European money market.

Alexander C. Young Secures Court De- 
cision in His Favor. 


Alexander C. Young, whose first wife, a 
niece of the late Ward McAllister, ob- 
tained a divorce from him in the Summer of 
1902, succeeded yesterday in his long legal 
fight for permission to seé his little daugh- 
ter, Louise McAllister Young, Supreme 


Court Justice Leventritt handing down a ! 


decision saying that it would be unneces- 
sarily harsh to deprive the father of the 
last vestige of his paternal rights, and 
allowing him to see the child once every 


three months. 

The original decree of divorce provided 
that Mr. Young, who is an attorney, should 
have the privilege of seeing the child three 
months during each year. Mrs. Young 
became the wife of Alphonse Jongers in 
June, 1908, and while Mr. and Mrs. Jongers 
were in Europe Mr. Young kidnapped the 
little girl from her grandmother, Mrs. 
Jongers’s step-mother. 

After much litigation a court order was 
fssued restoring the child to her grand- 
mother until her own mother should re- 
turn from abroad. Mr. and Mrs. Jongers 
gre now living at 40 West Fifty-ninth 
Street, and have the child in their custody. 

Mr. Young sought to have the child in his 
care at various times, contending that he 
was entitled to her during one-fourth of 
the time, no matter how that time was 
distributed.

WHOLESALE DISPOSSESS 
TO CLEAR ARMORY SITE 


Thirty-two Families Keep Vans 
Busy All Night. 


Wreckers Attack Lexington Avenue Dis- 
trict Between 25th and 26th Streets 
—One House Hunter Dead 
from Pneumonia. 


In compliance with-disposses notices re- 
ceived from the James D. Murphy Coin- 
pany, contractors, of 1,181 Broadway, thir- 
ty-two families living in Lexington Avenue, 
between Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth 
Streets and west on these streets to withiu 
100 feet of Fourth Avenue, were moving 
their belongings yesterday, and all last 
night vars were kept busy carrying fur- 
niture to the various storehouses. ‘The 
property which has been condemned is to 
be the site of the Sixty-ninth Regiment 
Armory. 

Many of the houses affected by the order 
are beardinug houses, and the boarders were 
compelled to find shelter in nearby hotels. 
in many cases persons. were too ill to be 
removed, and, in one instance, a- death re- 
sulted from catching cold while looking 
for another apartment. Some of the per- 
sops who endeavored to secure new apart- 
ments were told that they would have to 
get references, but they were unable to do 
so, as for the last six months the rents 
have been paid to the city. 

The trouble, it is said, started in January 
when the tenants received a letter dated 


Jan. 16, which stated that the Armory 
Board desired to improve the property and 
the same must be vacated Feb. 15. The let- 
ters were received by all, but in some cases, 
it is said, no date was mentioned. It was 
signed * Collector of the City Revenues.”’ 

James D. Murphy of the James D. Mur- 
phy Company, when seen at his home, 403 
One Hundred and Twenty-third Street, last 
evening, said: 

“We are not taking a step in the matter 
of trying to clear the plot upon which the 
armory is to be built without the advice of 
the Corporation Counsel. It is not the 
James D. Murphy Company which is doing 
what is being done, but the city. The per- 
sons living there have known for a long 
time past that they were on the plot merely 
on sufferance. They were notified again 
thirty days ago that they would have to 
vacate. 

“We are compelled to start on the work 
as” speedily as possible because we have 
just 450 days to do the work in. For every 
day after that we are compelled to wor 
to finish we will have to pay $50 fine. That 
being true, we naturally want to begin at 
once. 

“There is no desire on the part of the 
Murphy Company to be harsh or hard, or 
to create trouble for any one. We have 
trouble enough without that. In the case 
of the doctor’s wife, who, as you say, has 

neumonia, of course we will be lenient. 

Ve will let her stay where she is just as 
long as we possibly can.’’ 

A petition was drawn up by those affected 
and sent to Mayor McClellan, asking for 
more time and stating that, owing to the 
weather, it was found impossible to move 
and that nearly all the leases expired in 
April. The Mayor replied that the matter 
was entirely in the hands of the Armory 
Board. The tenants then wrote to the 
Armory Board, and within a few days a let- 
ter was received through their “Sécretary, 
S. J. Bell, who stated that the matter was 
in the contractor's hands and they could 
do nothing. He ended the letter with stat- 
ing that the board was very sorry the ten- 
ants suffered from the notices. 

On Sunday afternoon the residents were 
visited, they say, by Mr. Murphy and his 
sub-contractor, T. Benjamin, who informed 
them that they must vacate the property 
the following day. They asked Mr. Mur- 
phy, they said last evening, for an exten- 
sion of time, but he said it was impossible. 

Men employed by the contractor appeared 
yesterday and went to work on the resi- 
dence occupied by Mrs. Stella M.. Todd, at 
the southwest corner of Lexington Avenue 
and Twenty-sixth Street. Mrs. Todd rents 
the ground floor to Dr. Halcohn. With the 
laborers appeared many auctioneers, who, 
hearing of the notices being served, came 
and offered small and ridiculous prices for 
the furniture. Dr. Halcohn said that ke 
sold considerable furniture at very low 
prices, being unable to find a place to 
store it, . 

Dr. N. D. Tarounagian of 64 QBexington 
Avenue, and who is connected with Belle- 
vue Hospital. said last night that his wife 
was suffering from pneumonia and it would 
be impossible for him to move within sev- 
eral weeks. He said that he was afraid 
that the contractors would tear the roof 
from his hea@ and jeopardize his wife's life. 

Mrs. E. Burke, who lives at 72 Lexington 
Avenue, said last evening that she had 
been searching several weeks for a house. 
She went out again yesterday, and when 
she returned she said she found three Ital- 
ians at work removing the stoop. They had 
taken away the railing, and it was with 
great difficulty that she reached her door. 
Then she told the laborers that if they 
did not stop she would throw hot water 
over them. They informed ‘Mr. Murphy of 
ihe occurrence, anc the latter-“went to the 
Fast Twenty-second Street Station. Three 
policemen were sent to the houses by Capt. 
Gallagher and were instructed to see that 
no lead pipe or brass fixtures were carried 
away. 

At 112 East Twenty-sixth Street Mrs. 
Hampton, an aged woman, and her daugh- 
ter had lived for many years. Upon re- 
ceiving their notices Mrs. Hampton went 
out in search for an apartment. She cyn- 
tracted a cold and died last Saturday from 
pneumonia. The daughter is now seriously 
ill with the same disease, and little hupe is 
entertained for her recovery. 

According to those who are to leave 62 
Lexington Avenue, agents visited the house 
vesterday and said that the roof of the 
j-ouses would be taken ‘off first and then 
the wingows and the doors would be taken 
out. Mdny of the residents claim that their 
gas has been_shut off and water has been 
turned off. Candles and lamps were used 
in many cases last ight. 

Several who have not yet moved say that 
a protest will be sent to the Department of 
Health to-day in the hope that it will take 
some action. 


FALLING WALL KILLED THREE. 


Tumbling Cornice Carried Inside Scaf- 
folding with It Down Nine Stories. 


The rear fire wall, or cornice, of the 
building 38 East Twenty-first Street, which 
is approaching completion, bulged out and 
fell into the area’ yesterday morning, and 
three of nine bricklayers who were laying 
a course from an inside scaffold went with 
the wreck and were killed. 

The cause of the collapsq was not, estab- 
lished, but Assistant District Attorney 


Frederick Kernochan will watch the pro- 
ceedings before Coroner Goldenkranz. 

The disaster came without warning, about 
eighteen feet of the fire wall tumbling 
with Joseph Mantell, Joseph Marger, 
Gecrge Ripp into the area be- 
tween the Pigueron building and 35 
and 37 East Twentieth Street, crashing 
on the plate-glass roof of the office ex- 
tension of the Jay C. Wemple Company, 
makers of window shades: Then a rush 
was made to the area, Marger was dead 
and all but beheaded and his comrades 
were gasping. 

Of.the six men left on the scaffold, Robert 
Smolick by the collapse of the scaffold was 
thrown backward into a tub of mortar. 
He and the others escaped other hurts than 
slight bruises. : 

About a dozen clerks in the Office of the 
Jay C. Wemple Company had the narrow- 


! est of escapes from broken glass and the 


wreck of the wall, and the President of the 
company, W. T. Hayward, had a derby hat 
cut and ruined on his head by a piece of 
giass. A little damage was done to desks 
and chairs, and some coats on a rack were 
ruined. 

Charles Koeth, foreman of the mason 
work, who lives at 414 East Bighty-eighth 
Street, was arrested and held in $1,000 bail 
for the inquest.

GAS COMPANIES WEAKEN. 


Promise Better Service to City and 
Want Mayor’s Bill Killed. 


Representatives of the gas companies of 
New York City, in applying to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel's office yesterday for a post- 
ponement of their mandamus proceedings 
to compel the Commissioner of Water Sup- 
ply, Gas, and Fleciricity to sign theix con- 
tracts for 1903 on the same basis as 1902, 
practically promise to make important 
concessions to the city and come to an 
agreement on the entire gas situation. 

Postponement until Feb. 29 has been ar- 
ranged, and before that date the gas com- 
panies hope, by making new contracts with 
the -city at greatly reduced rates’ and by 
making promises as to the quality and the 
quantity of the gas they will supply, to end 
the present agitation agairst the companies 
and to bring about, if possible, a with- 
drawal of the Mayor's bills now pending 
at Albany. 

While these concessions by the companies 
do not apply directly to the general con- 
sumers, the latter may profit in some meas- 
ure throvgh the altered state of affairs. 
The gas companies, by this latest move, 
hope to make terms with the ¢ity for city 
lighting and thereby check for a time at 
least any movement for a municipal light- 
ing plant, but it may be said with authority 
that they cannot induce Mayor McClellan 
to withdraw his gas bills now pending at 
Albany. What the companies may be able 
to effect through the Republican majority 
in the State Legislature is a matter of con- 
jecture. / 

Just what concessions 1 I 
ised to the Corporation Counsel's office 
were not made public yesterday. Assistant 
Cerporation Counsel Sterling conducted the 
negotiations with the companies’ represen- 
tatives vesterday, but beyond talking the 
matter over in a general way and agreeing 
to a postponement of the case fer two 
weeks he could do nothing, as any further 
action will. have to be made between the 
companies’ and Corporation Counsel Delany 
himself. It is understood that a conference 
vill be held for this purpose within a couple 
of days. 

The mandar-us proceedings, which have 
been postponed, were begun toward the 
clese of the Low administration. Last year 
the city refused to make a contract with 
the variuus jtighting companies on_ the 
ground tliat the bids offered were all tvo 
righ, and that there had been no real com- 
petition; as all of the bidding companies 
were in the wuntrol of the Consolidated Gas 
Cesvpany. After running along for most 
of the year without a contract and with the 
gas bills unpaid, the Consolidated Company 
began the mundamus proceedings, and the 
case was set down for hearing yesterday.

COURT CUTS GAS BILL. 


Private Consumer Fights Successfully 
for Excess of $6.50. 


Robert G. Langdon, before Justice Her- 
man Joseph in the Seventh Municipal Court, 
yesterday won his suit to recover $6.50 
which he elaimed as due for overcharges 
by the New Amsterdam Gas Company. The 
case had been called for trial on two pre- 
vious occasions. Shearman & Sterling, at- 
torneys for the gas company, asked for a 
further adjournment yesterday, and when 
that was not allowed they left the court, 
with the result that judgment and costs 
were granted the plaintiff. ; 

The first witness, John J. Hart, a janitor, 
explained that there are four burners in the 
hallway of the house at 252 West Four- 
teenth Street, of which Mr. Langdon is the 
owner. He had been the janitor of the 
building for three and a half years, and in 
all that time there had never been any 
change in the lighting, but~ the. meter 
gradually measured more unt there had 
been a considerable addition to the cost of 
gas. He was positive about the time for 
turning on and shutting off the gas. At 
the suggestion of his employer he had 
watched the registered measurement of the 
meter for several months, and had seen the 
figures grow. 

Mr. Langdon swore that according ’to the 
bills in his possession there had been an 
increase in.the last three months of 1903 
equivalent to 33 1-3 per cent. He received a 
bill which, according to his calculations, was 
$6.30 too much. He had written to the com- 
pany and received no reply. He had then 


brought suit early in January. The com- 
any had installed a new meter in his 
ouse. Where the old meter had registered 

in a day the consumption of 216 cubic feet 

of gas the new one registered only 50 cubic 

feet. He had paid the December bill under 
rotest. 

William Jones, an expert chemist, offered 
figures as the result of a test he had made 
in behalf of the plaintiff, showing that if 
the six burners should be turned on full six 
hours every day for thirty consecutive days 
the amount consumed could not exceed 
5,827 cubic feet, and that when the burners 
were on only “half cock,” as had been 
testified to by the janitor,.the cubic feet 
consumed should: have been 2,914, far less 
than the amount charged by the company. 


UNIDENTIFIED WOMAN’S DEATH. 


Found with Cut on Her Head, Having 
Apparently Fallen. 


A woman about thirty years old, who ap- 
peared to be ill, entered the hallway. of 
1,606 Third Avenue yesterday morning, and 
was passed by Mrs. Barbara Weiss, the 
janitress of the building, who asked her 
whéther she needed assistance, and received 
for answer a curt “ No.’"’. A few minutes 
later the janitress found the woman lying 
on the floor of the hall, with blood stream- 
ing from a cut in the head and from: her 
nose and ears. She apparently had fallen, 
striking her head against the sharp edge of 


a post. 
r, Haynes, who was called with an am- 


bulance from the Presbyterian Hospital, 
said she was dead. He declined to diag- 
nose the case, saying it was a case for the 


Coroner. 
There was nothing on the body indicating 


who the woman was. Her body was re- 
oved to the East Eighty-eighth Street 
olice Station. 


Horseshoe Blocks Broadway. 


An old horseshoe yesterday afternoon 
found its way into the trolley'‘slot in Broad- 
way opposite St. Paul's Church. A motor- 
man discovered its whereabouts when his 
car loaded with passengers came to a sud- 


den stop and a shower of sparks and vivid 
flashes issued from the slot under the con- 
veyance. There was a complete blockade 
of vehicles on lower Broadway for ten min- 
utes while the horseshoe was being re- 
mov . 


SALT WATER FOR FIRES 


Mayor Plans Utilization of River 
Supply to Fight Flames. 


Calls on Department Heads for Sugges- 
tions as to Best Method — Fire 
‘Chief Croker Approves. 


Determined to increase the efficiency. of 
the New York Fire Department by drawing 
on the North and Wast Rivers for salt 
water with which to fight fires on.Manhat- 
tan Island, Mayor McClellan has. sent a 
letter to Fire Commissioner Hayes, to. Wa- 
ter Commissioner Oakley, and to Borough 
President Ahearn, calling on them for sug- 
gestions as to the best methods of prodced- 
ure. it is understood that the general 
proposition has the indorsement of all of 
these officials, and also of Fire Chief 
Croker and of Deputy Chief Kruger. 

“Our fire engines in Baltimore got along 
very well with salt water,’’ said the Mayor 
yesterday, ‘‘and there is no reason why 
here in this city, with an unlimited amount 
of salt water at hand, we should not utilize 
the supply, either with an auxiliary hydrant 
system from pumping stations erected at 
intervals along the river fronts, from new 
high power engines. or from any other 
method that may be suggested. The time 
to find the solution of the problem is be- 
fore we have a fire such as visited Palti- 
more, aithough I do not regard such a thing 
as possible in this city.’’ 

The letter sent to the heads of the inter- 
ested departments said: 


I believe that the Island of Manhattan should 
make use of the natural advantages af location 
to draw an emergency supply from the North 
and East Rivers. 

A system of mains, with an equipment to 
provide necessary pressure, would put an abun- 
dance of water at the command of the Fire De- 
partment at all times, and in connection with 
the existing pipes and the service from the fire- 
boats wouid give to New York the fullest pos- 
sible protection, 

Our business district is so congested and the 
menace of a large fire so great that this pre- 
cautionary measure ought to commend itself to 
the public. 

I shall be pleased to receive any suggestions 
from your department, and such information 
as you may procure as to scope, cost, and prac- 
tice bility. 


At the present time every gallon of water 
used at a fire comes through the mains 
from the regular water supply of the city. 
This means that it is pure, fresh, filtered 
drinking water, which costs the city so 
much to obtain. The only exception to this 
is where fireboats are used to fight a wa- 
ter-fyont fire. The cost of this wasted 
fresh water is very high, and it is figured 
that the cost of installing.a supplemental 
fire-fighting water system for the business 
section of the town would be offset at an 
early date by the water which would -be 
saved for other purposes. 

The plans in embryo include the construc- 

tion of new and higher power engines which 
could pump the water through the aux- 
iliary mains to be laid from the water front 
through the down-town streets, and possi- 
bly then being extended to all parts of the 
city. Another idea would be to construct 
power houses in three or four down-town 
sections along the river front, and use 
these to force water at high pressure 
through the auxiliary salt water mains 
whenever an alarm is sent in, so that the 
hsse could pe merely attached to the hy- 
drants and the high pressure would at once 
be obtained. 
- Fire Commissioner Hayes was absent 
from the city yesterday, but he is known 
to have been in favor of taking up some 
plan to use salt water for fire fighting. 

‘““It is an idea which can and should be 
carried out,’’ said Fire Chief Croker, when 
asked about the matter. “There is no 
doubt that the Mayor's general plan is ex- 
cellent.”’ . 


TWO HURT IN CAR CRASH. 


Eighth Avenue Collision Throws Fifty 
Passengers Into Panic. 


Two persons were slightly injured and 
about fifty were thrown into a panic last 
evening when an east-bound Forty-second 
cross-town car crashed into a. south-bound 
Eighth Avenue car. Slippery rails and the 
failure of the sandbox on the Forty-second 
Street car to work properly is said to have 
been responsible for the accident. The in- 
jured are C. W. Holly of 230 West one 
Hundred and Twenty-first Street and Miss 
Mary Brown of @1 West Forty-fourth 
Street, passengers on the Eighth Avenue 
car, who-were cut by glass. 

There were about twenty-five people in 
each car, and when the crash occurred they 
rushed, terror stricken, for the doors. The 
conductors kept cool, however, and suc- 
ceeded in getting the passengers to the 
street without mishap. 

Policeman a oe and a number of the 
passengers carried Holly and Miss Brown 
to a drug store at the corner, and an am- 
bulance from Roosevelt Hospital was sum- 
moned. It brought Dr. Zinsler, who was 


aided by a Dr. Henrique who had witnessed 
the accident. Miss Brown had several cuts 
on the face and hands, and Holly was cut 
about the hands and right leg. Both re- 
fused to go to the hospital and left for 


their homes. 
Both cars were badly damaged.
